K a n s a s 
C i t y , Aug. 30.—The Star 
yesterday' afterno o n printed a three- 
co lnmn ex clusive dispatch fro m Mr. J . 
D. Whelpley, its special war co rre­ 
spo ndent, who has returned fro m Po rto 
Rico , bearing upo n the Miles-Alger co n­ 
tro versy. 
Mr. W helpley to o k o ccasio n 
to den^ the statement that a recent in­ 
terview by him in Po rto Rico with 
General Miles wherein the latter was 
quo ted Afi casting redectio ns upo n the 
war department was no t genuine, and 
in suppo rt o f the statements already 
made by The Star printed interesting 
telegrams that passed between the war 
department and Generals Miles and 
Shatter o n the po ints at issue. 
He said farther in part: 
“ General Miles himself, even if he 
8 0 desired, co uld no t co nceal the pro o f 
o f all he said. 
It is written in the rec­ 
o rds o f the war department and it o nly 
n<*eds a clearing away o f inco nsequent 
matter to tell the sto pr in full. 
“ That General Miles was in co m­ 
mand o f the entire army when in 
Washingto n is o f co urse evident. That 
he did no t resign this supreme co m­ 
mand when he went to Tampa, and 
that it was be who was treating with 
the Cubans fo r co -o peratio n in Cuba is 
sho wn by the numero us telegrams ex ­ 
changed w ith General Garcia. 
The 
war department reco gnized* Miles as 
chief when he was in Tampa, to r J une 
12 a telegram was sent to him fro m 
Washingto n which begins; 
“ The fo llo wing ex tract o f telegram 
fro m Admiral Sampso n to secretary o f 
navy is repeated fo r yo ur info rmatio n,” 
etc. 
“ No man who was at Tampa when 
General Miles arrived fro m Washing­ 
to n ever will do ubt his supremacy, fo r 
all o thers, including General Shatter, 
iiecame at o nce mere creatures at his 
beck and tihll. 
When (x eneral Shatter 
went to Cuba and General Miles re­ 
turned to Washingto n, the latter did 
no t resign his co ntro l o f the situatio n, 
hut, o n the co ntrary, kept in clo se to uch 
as po ssible by wire with the mo ve­ 
ment.s o f Shatter’s co mmand. 
“ On the Fo urth o f J uly General 
Shatter sent the dispatches to Wash­ 
ingto n, addressed to the adjutant g en­ 
eral, saying in part: 
“ ‘Headquarters Fifth army co rps, in 
camp near Santiago de Cuba, J uly 4: 
There seems to be no reaso nable do nbc 
that General Pando succeeded in enter­ 
ing Santiago last night with his fo rce, 
said to be abo ut 5,000 men. 
“ ‘Tnis put a different aspect upo n 
affairs and while we can pro bably main­ 
tain o urselves, it wo uld be at the co st 
o f very co nsiderable fighting and lo ss. 
“ ‘General Lawto n repo rts that Gen­ 
eral Garcia, who was to blo ck the en­ 
trance o f Pando , info rmed him at 10 
o ’clo ck last night that Paudo had passed 
In o n Ck)bra r o ^ . 
Lawto n says canno t 
co mpel General Garcia to o bey my in­ 
structio ns to place themselves in any 
po sitio n who re they will have to fight 
and that .if we intend to reduce San­ 
tiago we will have to depend alo ne npo n 
o ur o wn tro o ps, and that will require 
twice the number we no w have. 
“ ‘I sent a message to Admiral Samp­ 
so n, asking if he pro po sed entering the 
harbo r and g ive us his assistance. Co m­ 
mo do re Watso n do es no t kno w Admiral 
Sampso n’s intentio n since the destruc­ 
tio n o f the Spanish squadro n, but do es 
no t himself think the fleet sho uld try 
to go Into the harbo r o f Santiago . Thw, 
under the circumstances, is no t veiy 
euco nragmg. 
“ Have bwn ex pecting a divisio n fro m 
Tampa and Duffield’s Seco nd brigade 
fro m Camp Alger, but o nly a small 
number o f recruits has appeared so far, 
“ ‘The to wn is in a tem ble co nditio n 
as to fo o d, and peo ple are starving, as 
stated by Ikireign co nsnls this mo rning, 
but the tro o ps can tight and have a 
large quantity o f rice, but no o ther sup­ 
plies. 
“ ‘1 am so rry to say I am no better, 
and, in additio n to my weakness, can­ 
no t be o ut o n acco unt o f slight attack 
o f gouifc, but ho pe to be better so o n.’ ’ 
“ It was this situatio n wuicii deter­ 
mined General Milm to go to Cuo a. 
The day he sailed with reiuto rceineiits, 
J uly 7 , b e sent the fo llo wing dispatch 
fro m Washingto n: 
Henersl Hhafter, Santiago: 
“ ‘Take w ery precautio n against sur­ 
prise and be o n the lo o ko nt that the 
enemy do es no t turn yo ur right flank 
and cpme in o n the line o f yo ur co mmu­ 
nicatio ns. 
Reinfo rcements are being 
sent fo rward as rapidly as po ssible, but 
yo u w ill have to be the judge o f the po ­ 
sitio n yo u are to ho ld until reinfo rce- 
nieuts can reach yo u. 
“ *Mile?<, 
“ ‘Majo r General Co mmanding.’ 
“ General Miles sailed fo r Cuba. 
On 
J uly 11, atjuuo u, he repo rted his safe 
arrival to the war department and at 
o nce assumed charge, repo rting to the 
secretary o f war. All o f the subsebueut 
business o f tlie surrender was entirely 
in his handti as sho wn by the fact that 
the war depiirtineut co mmunicated with 
him direct, no t even mentio ning Gen­ 


eral » natter s name in tne numero us 
dispatches. 
Tlie fo llo wing dispatch is 
an ex cellent ex « mple: 
“ ‘W ashingto n, J uly 13. 
Majo r Oeneral Mik*?*: 
“ ‘Yo u 
may accept 
surrender by 
'» Trauting paro le to o fficers and men, the 
o fficers retaining their side arms, the 
o fficers and men after paro le will be 
permitted 
to return to 
Spain, 
the 
United States assisting. If no t accepted, 
then assault, unless in yo ur judgment 
an assault wo uld fail. 
Co nsult vjitli 
Sampso n and pursue such co arse as to 
the assault as yo u jo intly agree upo n. 
Matters sho uld be settled pro mptly. 
“ ‘R. A. A l g e r , 
“ ‘Secretapr o f W ar.’ 
“ This dispatch reco gnized Miles as 
co mmander and gave him autho rity to 
act. 
Shafter was entirely igno red. 
In 
the face o f this situatio n Secretary 
Alger, thro ugh General Co rbin, sent a 
dispatch to General Shafter, assuring 
him that General Miles did no t.co me to 
Cuba to supersede Shafter in any way. 
This dispatch General Miles refers to 
E8 ‘secret’ t» ?r he says he did no t kno w 
tt had beet! sent, no t being no tified 
fro m Washingto n and General Shafter 
snying no thing abo ut it. 
After the sur­ 
render General MileS still retained co n­ 
tro l. 
He autho rized Shafter to appo int 
peace co mmissio ners, and, judging fro m 
Shafter’s repo rt that all was o ver, he 
instructed him as to the dispo sitio n o f 
the tro o ps. 
“ J uly 15 General Shafter wired Gen­ 
eral Miles that the surrender was no t 
as co mplete as was tho ught and said: 
‘Please do no t go away with the rein- 
fo rcemeuts as I may yet need them. ’ 
M’ies pro mptly replied! by wire fro m 
Baiquiri that the surrender ‘is co m­ 
plete’ and the Sptniards ‘must sur­ 
render.’ 
“ On J uly 16 Shafter wired Miles 
that the surrender was finally co m­ 
plete and General Miles replied thro ugh 
Adjutant General Gilmo re as fo llo ws: 
“ ‘ The co mmanding general is very 
much gratified to hear that the sur­ 
render is co mplete. 
He directs that 
yo u telegrafii anything o f impo rtance 
and the co nditio n o f yo ur co mmand 
daily.’ 
General Miles then repo rted 
the co nditio n o f affairs to the secretary 
o f war, with who m he had been in 
co nference. 
In o ne o f his telegrams to 
Miles, Secretary Alger says: 
“ ‘ As so o n as Santiago falls the tro o M 
must all be put in camp as co mfo rtable 
as they can be made and remain, I sup- 
{X)se, until the fever has had its run.’ 
“ Miles did no t agree with Secretary 
Alger, fo r J uly ‘21, in a letter, the gen­ 
eral co mmanding urged the return o f 
the army to the United States as so o u 
as po ssible. 
J uly IT, after the surren­ 
der was co mplete. General 
Shafter 
wired as fo llo ws to General Miles; 
“ ‘SiBONEY, J uly 17 , received J uly 18. 


G,*neral Mile.s, o n bo ard. Y ale; 
“ ‘Letters and o rders in reference to 
mo vement o f camp received and will be 
carried o ut. 
No ne is mo re anx io us to 
get away fro m here than myself. 
It 
seems, fro m yo ur o rders given me, that 
yo u regard my fo rces as part o f yo ur 
co mmand. No thing will give me gi-eater 
pleasure than serving uuder yo u, gen­ 
eral, and I shall co mply with all yo ur 
requests aud directio ns, but I was to ld 
by the secretary that yo u were no t to 
supercede me in co mmand here. I will 
turnish the info rmatio n called fo r as to 
co nditio n o f co mmand to Gilmo re, ad­ 
jutant general A. H. Q. 
“ ‘S h af t e r , 
“ ‘Majo r General.* 
“ General Miles very pro mptly replied 
As fo llo ws: 
“ ‘P l a y a d e l E s t e , J uly 18, (Gnana- 
tauamo ). 
General Shafter; 
“ ‘Telegram received, have no desire 
and have carefully avo ided any appear­ 
ance o f superseding vo n. 
Y'o ur co m­ 
mand is a part o f the United States 
army w'hich I have the ho no r to co m­ 
mand, 
having 
been 
duly assigned 
thereto and directed by the president to 
go wherever I tho ught my presence re­ 
quired and give euch general directio ns 
as I tho ught best co ncerning military 
matters, and especially directed to go to 
Santiago fo r a specific purpo se. 
Yo u 
will also no tice that the o rders o f the 
secretary o f war o f J uly 13 left the 
matter to my discretio n. 
I sho uld re­ 
gret that any event sho uld cause either 
yo urself o r auy part o f yo ur co mmand 
to cease to be a i>art o f mine. 
“ ‘Very truly yo urs, 
“ ‘N e l s o n A. M i l e s , 
*• ‘Majo r General, Co mmanding United 
States Army.’ 
“ General Miles then gave General 
Shafter final instructio ns and left hur­ 
riedly fo r Po rto Rico . 
In view o f the 
situatio n as revealed by the a ^ y e tel^ 
irrams, a statement co ntained in the 
New Yo rk Herald o f recent date, is 
qno ted in part:; 
. 
“ ‘If any cablegram to Majo r Gen­ 
eral Shafter, info rming him that Majo r 
General Miles was no t sent to sjper- 
cede him in supreme co mmand o f t ^ 
tro o ps in the field at Santiago de Cuba 
prevented the sto rming o f the city o n 
the day o f its surrender, thus resulting 
in the saving o f lives which o therwise 
wo uld have been last in the attack, then 
l e m repaid fo r sending it a tho usand

cablegram to General Shafter,’ 


he co ntinued, *was simply due to my 
desire to assure him that I mteuded to 
be abso lutely fair. Befo re his departure 
fro m Washingto n, General Miles aud I 
had talked the matter o ver and he 
startlmI to r Cuba, kno wing that ho was 
no t in any way to interfere with the 
o peratio ns which were uuder the co n­ 
tro l o f General Shafter. 
That there 
co uld be uo do ubt whatever, I cabled to 
General Shafter, iufo rmiug him that 
Geneial Miles had left fo r Cuba with 
instructio ns no t to in any manner super­ 
sede him as co mmander o f tro o ps iu the 
field at Santiago de Cuba and, as I have 
said, if my message prevented a battle 
o n the mo rning o f the day the city sur­ 
rendered, theu I am repaid a tho usand 
to ld.” ’ 
In the interview referred to in the 
o pening o f this article General Miles 
was alleged to have charged General 
Co rbin with sending a secret dispatch 
to General Shafter, saying he (Miles) 
was no t to take co mmand. 
Also to have charged the war depart­ 
ment with mutilating aud even sup­ 
pressing parts o r the who le o f certain 
messages in their transmissio n to the 
public, thus putting him and his rela­ 
tio ns to the army in a false light to 
the peo ple at ho me. 
Also to have charged that his reco m- 
memiatio us in regard to mo ving the 
tro o ps fro m Santiago was disregarded, 
this disregard leading to grave co nse­ 
quences. 
He recites the fact that Gen­ 
eral Shafter diso beyed o rders in o ccu­ 
pying fever infected ho uses aud allo w­ 
ing Cuban refugees to mix with the 
American tro o ps. 
Also to have claimed that Washingto n 
allo wed the plans o f his Po rto Kico 
campaign to leak o ut to such an ex tent 
as to render them nseiess and danger- 
ms.

MERRITT GOING 
TO 
PARIS. 


W ar 
O epsrtiueat i» ajrs H« Is to Oiva 
Peace Co miulssio n Infurraatio o . 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 30.—It was an­ 
no unced yesterday afterno o n at the war 
department that General Merritt was to 
go to Paris to give the peace co mmissio n 
the benefit o f his ex perience iu the Phil­ 
ippines. The o rigimU plan hud been to 
send Admiral Dewey to Paris fo r that 
purpo se, but this was changed upo n 
representatio ns fro m the admiral that 
he co uld he o f greater service at Manila 
than in Paris. 
Whether o r no t General Merritt will 
return to the Philippines has no t yet 
been determiued; that will depend en­ 
tirely npo n the state o f affairs in the 
islands when the peace co m missio n co n­ 
cludes its lalx M's. 
The cho ice o f a ro ute 
is left to himself, but it is ex pected that 
he will be in Paris within 60 days at the 
latest.

W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 30.—Fo r. the first 
time in the histo ry o f the American 
army a wo man w m appo inted a mem­ 
ber o f the medical staff yesterday. Dr. 
Anita Newco mb McGee, wife o f Pro f. 
W. J . MeGee o f this city and daughter 
o f Pro f. Simo n Newco mb, fo rm er^ o f 
the naval o bservato ry, was regularly 
swo rn in as an acting assistant surgeo n. 
This, acco rding to Secretary Alger’s 
general o rder, wo uld entitle her to the 
unifo rm o f a seco nd lieutenant witho ut 
designatio n o f rank.

o n Cedar Heights. 
There was a small 
cro wd at the statio n, the ho ur o f the 
president’s arrival no t being generally 
kno wn. 
The prudent will pro bably 
remain iu Cleveland fo r several days 
aud will visit Canto n o ne day during 
his stay iu this city. 
P i t t s b u r g , Aug. 30.—Fo r the brief 
space o f ten minutes yesterday after- 
uo o o u a big cro wd o f ex cited and en­ 
thusiastic peo ple cheered President Mc­ 
Kinley at the Unio n statio n. 
A large 
number sho o k bauds with him. 
It was so mewhat o f a lo cal surprise 
when It was learned that the presiden­ 
tial party wo uld puss thro ugh here, and 
no thing o f a fo rmal character was do ne 
to greet the chief magistrate o f the 
uatio n. 
Abo ut 2:30 o ’clo ck the special train 
ro lled into the statio n fro m ¡So merset, 
Pa., with the distinguished party o n 
bo ard. 
The train was made np o f three 
cars; a co mbinatio n baggage o ar. the 
Pullman dining car, Gleneyre, and the 
lo lauthe, a private car. 
On bo ard the 
tiain were President and Mrs. McKin­ 
ley, Ml*, aud Mrs. Abner McKinley, 
Majo r Webb C. Hayes, so n o f ex -Pceid- 
dent Hayes, and Assistant Private Sec­ 
retary Geo rge B. Co rtelyo u. 
Mrs. 
McKinley, who 
was seated 
where she co uld be seen plainly fro m 
the r(‘ur car do o r, bo wed and smiled to 
tho se alio ut. 
Instantly all hats came 
o ff, aud lo o ks o f pleasure were sho wu 
o u every face as they returned the gen­ 
tle salutv-. 
8 i erctary C^o rtelyo u said to a repo rter 
that the train passed the Peuiisyivania 
ho sp tal tram at Greensburg, ami Presi­ 
dent McKinley went thro ugh the cars, 
full o f si(;k so ldiers, and sho o k hands 
witii all that he co uld. 
Go verno r and Mrs. Hastings also vis­ 
ited the president and Mrs. McKinley 
iu their private car. 
The president’s 
kindly greeting to the sick so ldier bo ys 
had a visible effo rt upo n the jio o r fel­ 
lo ws. jiiid many a weary face lighted 
with pleasure and pride when they 
reco gnized their caller. 


A HEARTLESS SURGEON. 


General Sternberg yesternay. 
He said 
in part: 
“ It has been repeatedly charged in 
the newspapers that I am ho stile to this 
so ciety ( Red Cro ss so ciety) and have re­ 
fused to accept its assistance in the 
care o f o ur sick and wo uuded so ldiers 
and that as a result o f this refusal there 
has been unnecessary sufferidg. 
“ These charges are witho ut fo unda­ 
tio n, ex cept in so far as I have o bjected 
to the sending o f female nurses with 
tro o ps ill the field engaged in active 
o peratio ns.” 
The surgeo n general said he ao o epted 
the female nurses iu the divisio nal ho s­ 
pitals. 
He farther sho wed by letters 
received that he had accepted the aid 
o f the Red Cro ss and o ther so cieties 
aud at o ne po int said: 
“ Furthermo re the American Natio nal 
Red Cro ss asso ciatio n has had full au­ 
tho rity to send agents and supplies to 
ail o ur camps since J une 9 , 18 9 8 , and it 
there has been suffering fo r want o f 
needed supplies they must share the 
respo nsibility with the medidal depart­ 
ment o f the army to r such suffering.*’

H a r r i s b u r g , Aug. 8 0.—When the 
ho spital train bearing the Pennsylvania 
sick so ldiers arrived here this mo rning, 
ill charge o f Go verno r Hastings, it 
dro pped 50 o f the sick at tne Harrisburg 
ho spital. A special traiu was then made 
up and sent to Suiibury, where it will 
b»; divided aud 3.3 men taken to Wilkes- 
barre, under charge o f Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Stewart, and 35 to Williamspo rt iu 
care o f Majo r Simo n B. Camero n. The 
regular traiu will pro ceed to Philadel­ 
phia. 
ALTfJONA, Pa., Aug. 8 0.—The Ohio ka- 
mauga ho spital train arrived here at 7 
o ’clo o k last evening and remained o ne 
ho ur, while the patients assigned to the 
Alto o ua ho spital were taken o ff and the 
co nvalescents fed. 
Go verno r Hastings 
perso nally directed the remo val o f the 
scrio ns cases, rcmainiiig at the o ar do o r 
until the last o f the 19 typho id and 
malarial fever patients were carried to 
the ho spital vans. 
There were 26 
tients remo ved here, 6 co nvalescents 
aud 19 serio us o ases. 
.J o h n sto w n, Pa., Aug. 30. —The state 
ho spital train, bearing the sick o f the 
F3tth regiment, Pennsylvania vo lun­ 
teers, fro m 
(J amp Tho mas to their 
ho mes in this sectio n, arrived here yes- 
terday afterneo n. 
The sick men were 
met ut the Peuiisyivania railro ad de{K)t 
by 12 physicians, six nurses, the two 
lo cal anibiilaiices, a number o f carriages 
and six street cars and taken to the 
Memo rial ho spital. 
They are taid to 
have typho id malaria. 
PiTTMii'Rti, Aug. 30.—Seven patients 
were taken fro m the Pennsylvania ho s­ 
pital traiu and all ex cept o ne were sent 
to two ho spitals.

yesterday afternoon printed a three- 
column exclusive dispatch from Mr. J. 
D. Whelpley,- its special war corre­ 
spondent, who has returned from Porto 
Rico, bearing upon the Miles-Alger con­ 
troversy. 
Mr. W helpley took occasion 
to dent the statement that a recent in­ 
terview by him in Porto Rico w ith 
General Miles wherein the latter was 
quoted as easting reflections upon the 
war department was not genuine, and 
in support of the statements already 
made by The Star printed interesting 
telegrams th at passed between the w ar 
department and Generals Miles and 
Shatter on the points at issue. 
He said further in part: 
“General Miles himself, even if he 
so desired, could not conceal the proof 
of all he said. It is w ritten in the rec­ 
ords of the war departm ent and it only 
n»eds a clearing away of inconsequent 
matter to tell the story in full. 
“That General Miles was in com­ 
mand of the entire army when in 
Washington is of course evident. That 
he did not resign this supreme com­ 
mand when he went to Tampa, and 
that it was be who was treating with 
the Cubans for co-operation in Cuba is 
shown by the numerous telegrams ex­ 
changed w ith General Garcia. 
The 
war department recognized* Miles as 
chief when ne was in Tampa, tor June 
12 a telegram was sent to him from 
Washington which begins: 
“The following extract of telegram 
from Admiral Sampson to secretary of 
navy is repeated for your information,** 
etc. 
“No man who was at Tampa when 
General Miles arrived from W ashing­ 
ton ever will doubt his supremacy, for 
all others, including General Shafter, 
became at once mere creatures at his 
beck and (Sail. 
When General Shafter 
went to Cuba and General Miles re­ 
turned to Washington, the latter did 
not resign his control of the situation, 
but, on the contrary, kept in close touch 
as possible by wire with the move­ 
ments of Shafter’s command. 
“Un the Fourth of July General 
Shatter sent the dispatches to Wash­ 
ington, addressed to the adjutant gen­ 
eral, saying in part: 
“ ‘Headquarters Fifth army corps, in 
camp near Santiago de Cuba, July 4: 
There seems to be no reasonable doubt 
that General Pando succeeded in enter­ 
ing Santiago last night with his force, 
said to be about 5,000 men. 
“ ‘Tnis put a different aspect upon 
affairs and while we can probably main­ 
tain ourselves, it would be at the cost 
of very considerable fighting and loss. 
“ ‘General Lawton reports that Gen­ 
eral Garcia, who was to block the en­ 
trance of Pando, informed him at IO 
o ’clock last night that Pando had passed 
in on Cobra road. Lawton says cannot 
compel General Garcia to obey my in­ 
structions to place themselves in any 
position where they will have to fight 
and that if we intend to reduce San­ 
tiago we will have to depend alone upon 
our own troops, and that will require 
twice the number we now have. 
“ *1 gent a message to Admiral Samp­ 
son, 
if he proposed entering the 
harbor and give us his assistance. Com­ 
modore W atson does not know Admiral 
Sampson’s intention since the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, but does 
not himself think the fleet should try 
to go into the harbor of Santiago. This, 
under the circumstances, is not veiy 
encouraging. 
"Have been expecting a division from 
Tampa and Outfield’s Second brigade 
from Camp Alger, bat only a small 
number or recruits has appeared so far, 
“ 'The town is in a terrible condition 
os to food, and people are starving, as 
stated by foreign consuls this morning, 
but the troops can fight and have a 
large quantity of rice, but no other sup­ 
plies. 
“ ‘I am sorry to say I am no better, 
and, in addition to my weakness, can­ 
not bo out on account of slight attack 
of gout, b at hope to be better soon.’ " 
“It was this situation winch deter 
mined General Miles to go to Cods 
The day he sailed w ith reinforcements 
July 7, be ient the following dispatch 
from Washington: 
General Shafter, Santiago: 
“ 'Take every precaution against sur­ 
prise and bq on the lookout that the 
enemy does not turn your right flank 
aud come in on the line of your commu­ 
nications. 
Reinforcements are being 
sent forward as rapidly as possible, bat 
yon w ill have to be the judge of the po­ 
sition you are to hold until reinforce­ 
ments can leach yon. 
“ ‘Miles, 
“ 'Major General Commanding.’ 
“General Miles sailed for Cuba. 
On 
July ii, atim on, ho reported his safe 
arrival to the war department aud at 
once assumed charge, reporting to the 
secretary of war. All of the snbsebuent 
business of the surrender was entirely 
in his hands as shown by the fact that 
the war department communicated with 
him direct, not even mentioning Gen­ 


eral snarler s name rn m e numerous 
dispatches. 
The following dispatch is 
an excellent example: 
“ ‘ W a s h in g to n , July 13. 
Major General Miles: 
“ ‘You 
may accept 
surrender by 
granting parole to officers and men, the 
lifticers retaining their side arms, the 
officers and men after parole will be 
permitted 
to return to Spain, the 
United States assisting. If not accepted, 
then assault, unless in your judgment 
an assault woald fail. Consult with 
Sampson aud pursue such oourse as to 
the assault as you jointly agree upon. 
Matters should be settled promptly. 
“ ‘R. A. A l g e r , 
“ ‘Secretary of W ar.’ 
“ This dispatch recognized Miles as 
commander and gave him authority to 
act. Shafter was entirely ignored. 
In 
the face of this situation Secretary 
Alger, through General Corbin, sent a 
dispatch to General Shafter, assuring 
him that General Miles did not.come to 
Cuba to supersede Shafter in any way. 
This dispatch General Miles refers to 
aa ‘secret’ tor he says he did not know 
It had beau sent, not being notified 
from Washington and General Shafter 
saying nothing about it. 
After the sur­ 
render General Miles still retained con­ 
trol. He authorized Shafter to appoint 
peace commissioners, and, judging from 
Shafter’s report that all was over, he 
instructed him as to the disposition of 
the troops. 
“ July 15 General Shafter wired Gen­ 
eral Miles that the surrender was not 
as complete as was thought and said: 
‘Please do not go away with the rein­ 
forcements as I may vet need them.* 
M’les promptly replied! by wire from 
Baiquiri that the surrender ‘is com­ 
plete’ and the Spaniards ‘m ast sur­ 
render.’ 
| 
“ On July 16 Shafter wired Miles 
that the surrender was finally oom- J 
plete and General Miles replied through • 
Adjutant General Gilmore as follows: I 
The commanding general is very 
much gratified to hear that the sur­ 
render is complete. He directs that 
you telegraph anything of importance 
aud the condition of your command 
daily.’ 
General Miles then reported 
the condition of affairs to the secretary 
of war, with whom he had been in 
conference. In one of his telegrams to 
Miles, Secretary Alger says: 
“ ‘As soon as Santiago falls the troops 
must all be put in camp as comfortable 
as they can be made and remain, I sup­ 
pose, until the fever has had its run.’ 
“ Miles did not agree with Secretary 
Alger, for July 21, in a letter, the gen­ 
eral commanding urged the return of 
the army to the United States as soon 
as possible. July IT, after the surren­ 
der was complete, General 
Shafter 
wired as follows to General Miles: 
“ ‘SiBONEY, July 17, received July 18. 
General Miles, on board Yale: 
“ ‘Letters and orders in reference to 
movement of camp received and will be 
earned out. None is more anxious to 
get away from here than myself. 
Ic 
seems, from your orders given me, that 
you regard my forces as part of your 
command. Nothing will give me greater 
pleasure than serving nuder you, gen­ 
eral, and I shall comply with all your 
requests and directions, but I was told 
by the secretary that you were not to 
supercede me in command here. T will 
furnish the information called for as to 
condition of command to Gilmore, ad­ 
jutant general A. H. Q. 
“ ‘S h a f t e r , 
“ ‘Major General.* 
“General Miles very promptly replied 
As follows: 
“ ‘P l a y a d e l E s t e , July 18, (Gnana- 
tanamo). 
General Shafter: 
“ ‘Telegram received, have no desire 
and have carefully avoided any appear­ 
ance of superseding von. 
Your com­ 
mand is a part of the United States 
army which I have the honor to com­ 
mand, 
having 
been 
duly assigned 
thereto and directed by the president to 
go wherever I thought my presence re­ 
quired and give such general directions 
as I thought best concerning military 
matters, and especially directed to go to 
Santiago for a specific purpose. Yon 
will also notice that the orders of the 
secretary of war of July 13 left the 
m atter to my discretion. I should re­ 
gret that any event should cause either 
yourself or any part of your command 
to cease to be a part (rf mine. 
“ ‘Very truly yours, 
“ ‘N e ls o n A. M ile s , 


*• ‘Major General, Commanding United 
States Army.’ 
“General Miles then gave General 
Shafter Anal instructions and left hur­ 
riedly for Porto Rico. In view of the 
situation as revealed by the above tele­ 
grams, a statement contained rn the 
New York Herald of recent date, is 


he continued, was simply ane co my 
desire to assure him that I intended to 
be absolutely fair. Before his departure 
from Washington, General Miles and I 
had talked the m atter over and he 
started for Cuba, knowing that he was 
not in any way to interfere with the 
operations which were under the con­ 
trol of General Shafter. That there 
could be no doubt whatever, I cabled to 
General Shafter, informing him that 
Geneial Miles had left for Cuba with 
instructions not to in any manner super­ 
sede him as commander of troops in the 
field at Santiago de Cuba and, as I have 
said, if my message prevented a battle 
on the morning of the day the city sur­ 
rendered, then I ani repaid a thousand 
fold.’ »* 
In the interview referred to in the 
opening of this article General Miles 
was alleged to have charged General 
Corbin with sending a secret dispatch 
to General Shafter, saying he (Miles) 
was not to take command. 
Also to have charged the war depart­ 
ment with mutilating and even sup­ 
pressing parts or the whole of certain 
messages in their transmission to the 
pnblio, thus putting him and his rela­ 
tions to the army in a false light to 
the people at home. 
Also to have charged that his recom­ 
mendations in regard to moving the 
troops from Santiago was disregarded, 
this disregard leading to grave conse­ 
quences. 
He recites the fact that Gen­ 
eral Shafter disobeyed orders in occu­ 
pying fever infected houses and allow­ 
ing Cuban refugees to mix with the 
American troops.

It was somewhat of a local surprise 
when it was learned that the presiden­ 
tial party would pass through here, and 
nothing of a formal character was done 
to greet the chief magistrate of the 
nation.

Governor Hastings 
personally directed the removal of the 
serious cases, remaining et the oar door 
until the last of the 19 typhoid and 
malarial fever patients were carried to 
the hospital vans.

Pence Comm ission Inform ation. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 30.— It was an ­ 
nounced yesterday afternoon at the war 
department that General M erritt was to 
go to Paris to give the peace commission 
the benefit of his experience in the Phil­ 
ippines. The original plan had been to 
send Admiral Dewey to Paris for that 
purpose, bat this was changed upon 
representations from the admiral that 
he could be of greater service at Manila 
than in Paris. 
W hether or not General Merritt will 
return to the Philippines has not yet 
been determined; that will depend en­ 
tirely upon the state of affairs in the 
islands when the peace commission con­ 
cludes its labors. The choice of a route 
is left to himself, but it is expected that 
he will be in Paris within 60 days at the 
latest.

W ould Not A llow Mon In a C ritical Con­ 
dition Taken From a Train to 
H ospital*. 


C l e v e l a n d , Aug. 30.—The train bear­ 
ing 266 sick soldiers of the Eighth New 
York regiment of volunteer infantry 
reached Cleveland last evening. Ladies 
of the Cleveland war relief board served 
milk, chicken broth, eggnog and food 
to the sick men, nurses washed some of 
the bedridden boys and made them 
more comfortable, and doctors passed 
through the train examining the men. 
The physicians immediately found sev­ 
eral typhoid fever cases in which the 
temperature had passed the danger 
point and they asked for permission to 
take the patients to the hospitals. The 
temperature of one man was 105 de­ 
ers s. Captain Lindhein refused. The 
Didies added their pleadings, as did 
Captain Tillson of the army recruiting 
office in this city, who has been a regu­ 
lar arm y otfioer for 24 years, aud he was 
backed up by Superintendent Webber of 
Huron Street hospital. Captain Lind­ 
hein positively refused to let any of the 
soldiers go. 
A few of the sick soldiers wandered 
tnrongh the cars, delirious from the 
effects of fever and the big doses of 
quinine they had been given. 
D e la w a r e , O ., Aug. 30.—The hos­ 
pital train of the Eighth New York 
regiment reached here yesterday after­ 
noon. Captain Dr. George Lindheim 
was in charge and he woe the only 
commissioned officer or physician on 
the train. There were 260 sick men, 40 
of whom were unable to get out of 
their berths. 
Three are likely to die 
before reaching New York city. There 
were pitiful sights in the last three 
cars, where the sick and the men were. 
Grocery and restaurant men, assisted 
by many citizens, had sandwiches, cof­ 
fee, milk, lemonade and fruits ready 
when the train arrived and kindly 
women’s hands carried the food to the 
sick men.

yesterday afternoon printed a three* 
column exclusive dispatch from Mr. J. 
D. Whelpley, its special war corre­ 
spondent, who has returned from Porto 
Rico, bearing upon the Miles-Alger con­ 
troversy. 
Mr. Whelpley took occasion 
to den? the statement that a recent in ­ 
terview by him in Porto Rico with 
General Miles wherein the latter was 
quoted as casting reflections upon the 
war department was not genuine, and 
in support of the statements already 
made by The Star printed interesting 
telegrams that passed between the war 
department and Generals Miles and 
Shafter on the points at issue. 
He said further in part: 
“General Miles himself, even if he 
so desired, could not conceal the proof 
of all he said. It is w ritten in the rec­ 
ords of tiie war department and it only 
n^eds a clearing away of inconsequent 
matter to tell the story in full. 
“That General Miles was in com­ 
mand of the entire army when in 
Washington is of course evident. That 
he did not resign this supreme com­ 
mand when he went to Tampa, and 
that it was he who was treating with 
the Cubans for co-operation in Caba is 
shown by the numerous telegrams ex­ 
changed w ith General Garcia. 
The 
war department recognized * Miles as 
chief when ne was in Tampa, tor June 
12 a telegram was sent to him from 
Washington which begins: 
“The following extract of telegram 
from Admiral Sampson to secretary of 
navy is repeated for your information,*’ 
etc. 
“No man who was at Tampa when 
General Miles arrived from W ashing­ 
ton ever will doubt his supremacy, for 
all others, including General Shafter, 
became at once mere creatures at his 
beck and dhll. 
When General Shafter 
went to Cuba and General Miles re­ 
turned to W ashington, the latter did 
not resign his control of the situation, 
hut, on the contrary, kept in close touch 
as possible by wire with the move­ 
ments of Sbsfter’s command. 
“On the Fourth of July General 
Shatter sent the dispatches to Wash­ 
ington, addressed to the adjutant gen­ 
eral, saying in part : 
“ ‘Headquarters Fifth army corps, in 
camp near Santiago de Cuba, July 4: 
There seems to be no reasonable doubt 
that General Pando succeeded in enter­ 
ing Santiago last night with his force, 
said to be about 5,000 men. 
“ ‘Tnis put a different aspect upon 
affairs and while we can probably main­ 
tain ourselves, it would be at the cost 
of very considerable fighting and loss. 
“ -General Lawton reports that Gen­ 
eral Garcia, who was to block the en­ 
trance of Pando, informed him at IO 
o ’clock last night that Pando had passed 
in on Cobra road. Lawton says cannot 
compel General Garcia to obey my in* 
structions to place themselves in any 
position where they will have to fight 
and that .if we intend to reduce San- j 
tiago we will have to depend alone upon 
our own troops, and that will require 
twice the number we now have. 
“ ‘I sent a message to Admiral Samp­ 
son, asking if he proposed entering the 
harbor and give us his assistance. Com­ 
modore Watson does not know Admiral 
Sampson’s intention since the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, but does 
not himself think the fleet should try 
to go into the harbor of Santiago. This, 
under the circumstances, is not veiy 
encouraging. 
“Have been expecting a division from 
Tampa and Duffield’s Second brigade 
from Camp Alger, but only a small 
number of recruits has appeared so far, 
“ ‘The town is in a terrible condition 
as to food, and people are starving, as 
stated by foreign consuls this morning, 
but the troops can fight and have a 
large quantity of rice, but no other sup­ 
plies. 
“ ‘I am sorry to say I am no better, 
and, in addition to my weakness, can­ 
not be out on account of slight attack 
of gout, bat hope to be better so o n .’ *’ 
“It was this situation winch deter­ 
mined General Miles to go to Cana. 
The day he sailed with reinforcements, 
July 7, be sent the following dispatch 
from Washington: 
General Shafter, Santiago: 
“ ‘Take every precaution against sur­ 
prise and bq on the lookout that the 
enemy does not turn your right flank 
and come in on the line of your commu­ 
nications. 
Reinforcements are being 
sent forward as rapidly as possible, but 
you will have to be the judge of the po­ 
sition you are to hold until reinforce­ 
m en ts can reach yon. 
“ ‘M il e s, 
“ ‘Major General Commanding.’ 
“General Miles sailed for Cuba. 
On 
July ii, at noon, he reported his safe 
arrival to the w ar department aud at 
once assumed charge, reporting to the 
secretary of war. All of the subsebueut 
business of the surrender was entirely 
in his hands as shown by the fact that 
the war departm ent comm unicated w ith 
him direct, not even m entioning G en­ 


eral snarler s name in inc numerous 
dispatches, 
The following dispatch is 
an excellent example: 
“ ‘W ashington, July 13. 
M ajor G eneral M il**: 
“ ‘You 
may accept 
surrender by 
granting parole to officers and men, the 
ii dicers retaining their side arms, the 
officers and men after parole will be 
permitted 
to return to 
Spain, the 
United States assisting. If not accepted, 
then assault, unless in your judgment 
an assault would fail. Consult v^ith 
Sampson aud pursue such oourse as to 
the assault as you jointly agree upon. 
Matters should be settled promptly. 
“ ‘R. A. Alger, 
“ ‘Secretary of W ar.’ 
“ This dispatch recognized Miles as 
commander and gave him authority to 
act. Shafter was entirely ignored. 
In 
the face of this situation Secretary 
Alger, through General Corbin, sent a 
dispatch to General Shafter, assuring 
him that General Miles did not.come to 
Cuba to supersede Shafter in any way. 
Tiiis dispatch General Miles refers to 
at ‘secret’ for he says he did not know 
It had been sent, not being notified 
from Washington and General Shafter 
saying nothing about it. 
After the sur­ 
render General Miles still retained con­ 
trol. He authorized Shafter to appoint 
peace commissioners, and, judging from 
Shaffer’s report that all was over, ne 
instructed him as to the disposition of 
the troops. 
“ July 15 General Shafter wired Gen­ 
eral Miles that the surrender was not 
as complete as was thought and said: 
‘Please do not go away with the rein­ 
forcements as I may yet need them. * 
M’les promptly replied by wire from 
Baiquiri that the surrender ‘is com­ 
plete’ and the Spaniards ‘must sur­ 
render.’ 
“ On July 16 Shafter wired Miles 
that the surrender was finally oom- _ 
plete and General Miles replied through j 


he continued, ‘was simply due co my 
desire to assure him that I mteuded to 
be absolutely fair. Before his departure 
from Washington, General Miles and I 
had talked the m atter over and he 
startl'd for Cuba, knowing that he was 
not iu any way to interfere with the 
operations which were under the con­ 
trol of General Shafter. That there 
could be uo doubt whatever, I cabled to 
General Shafter, informing him that 
Getieiai Miles had left for Cuba with 
instructions not to in any manner super­ 
sede him as commander of troops in the 
held at Santiago de Cuba and, as I have 
said, if my message prevented a battle 
on the morning of the day the city sur­ 
rendered, then I am repaid a thousand 
fold.’” 
In the interview referred to in the 
opening of this article General Miles 
was alleged to have charged General 
Corbin with sending a secret dispatch 
to General Shafter, saying he (Miles) 
was not to take command. 
Also to have charged the war depart­ 
ment with mutilating and even sup­ 
pressing parts or the whole of certain 
messages in their transmission to the 
publio, thus putting him and his rela­ 
tions to the army in a false light to 
the people at home. 
Also to have charged that his recom­ 
mendations in regard to moving the 
troops from Santiago was disregarded, 
this disregard leading to grave oonse- 
qnenoes. 
He recites the fact that Gen­ 
eral Shafter disobeyed orders in occu­ 
pying fever infected houses and allow­ 
ing Cuban refugees to mix with the 
American troops.

W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 30.—It was an­ 
nounced yesterday afternoon at the war 
department that General Merritt was to 
go to Paris to give the peace commission 
the benefit of his experience in the Phil­ 
ippines. The original plan had been to 
send Admiral Dewey to Paris for that 
purpose, but this was changed upon 
representations from the admiral that 
he could be of greater service at Manila 
than in Paris. 
Whether or not General Merritt will 
return to the Philippines has not yet 
been determined; that will depend en­ 
tirely upon the state of affairs in the 
islands when the peace commission con­ 
cludes its labours.

W ould Not A llow Men In s C ritical Con­ 
dition Taken From a Train to 
H ospital*. 


C le v e la n d , Aug. 30.—The train bear­ 
ing 266 sick soldiers of the Eighth New 
York regiment of volunteer infantry 
reached Cleveland last evening. Ladies 
of the Cleveland war relief bourd served 
milk, chicken broth, eggnog and food 
to the sick men, nurses washed some of 
the bedridden boys and made them 
more comfortable, and doctors passed 
through the train examining the men. 
The physicians immediately found sev­ 
eral typhoid fever cases in which the 
temperature had passed the danger 
point and they asked for permission to 
take the patients to the hospitals. 
The 
temperature of one man was 105 de 
gre s. Captain Lindhein refused. The 
Didies added their pleadings, as did 
Captain Tillson of the army recruiting 
office in this city, who has been a regu­ 
lar army officer for 24 years, aud he was 
backed ap by Superintendent Webber of 
Haron Street hospital. Captain Lind- 
bein positively refused to let any of the 
soldiers go. 
A few of the sick soldiers wandered 
tnrough the cars, delinous from the 
effects of fever and the big doses of 
quinine they had been given. 
D e la w a r e , O., Aug. 30.—The hos­ 
pital train of the Eighth New York 
regiment reached here yesterday after­ 
noon. Captain Dr. George Lindheim 
was in charge and he was the only 
commissioned officer or physician on 
the train. There were 260 sick men, 40 
of whom were unable to get oat of 
their berths. Three are likely to die 
before reaching New York city. There 
were pitiful sights in the last three 
cars, where the sick and the men were. 
Grocery and restaurant men, assisted 
by many citizens, had sandwiches, cof­ 
fee, milk, lemonade and fruits ready 
when the train arrived and kindly 
women’s hands carried the food to the 
sick men.

At this juncture in the relation of 
the United States to Porto Rico the 
v iews of representative nativ es of the 
island are doubtless both interesting 
and v aluabla Probably no Porto Rican 
in this country —according to testimony 
of his fellow islanders resident in New 
York—is better qualified by education, 
career and eminence to sp^k with 
weig ht on the theme than is Eug enio 
M. de Hostos. 
A native of May ag nez—the last of 
the towns to be occupied by the Ameri­ 
can troops—Mr. Hostos was educated 
in Europe, and in his y outh became a 
rev olutionist upon whom the ey es of 
Spain were speedily fastened. The abor­ 
tiv e uprising of 18 6 8 , which he activ ely 
promoted and abetted, drove him into 
the ex ile which has lasted until now. 
Before and after that ev ent he spent 
much time in Paris, where he became 
acquainted with all the disaffected 
Spaniards residing there. Among them 
was Sag asta. with whom Mr. Hostos 
became 
personally 
intimate—and it 
may be noted in passing that he bears 
in personal appearance a striking like­ 
ness to the queen reg ent’s premier, so 
far as pictures of the Liberal statesmau 
allow one to judg e. One would say that 
the two faces belong ed to the same ty pe, 
and that the ty pe was g enuinely Span­ 
ish. Notwithstandiug their almost daily 
intercourse and cordial friendship the 
two men had radically different polit­ 
ical ideals and aspirations. The dream 
of Hostos was the establishment of a 
republic in the mother country —a re­ 
public whose ample liberty would ex ­ 
tend in equal measure to every colony . 
Failing that, his desire was the emanci­ 
pation and independence of Porto Rico. 
To a newspaper representative 
Mr. 
Hostos recently said : 
“ I have just been reading in y our 
newspaper some remarks attributed to 
ex -Secretary Sherman, with which 1 
find my self in perfect accord. He raises 
his voice ag ainst colonial ex pansion, 
ag ainst an imperial 
policy for the 
United States. How rig ht he is ! How 
sound has been The Ev ening Post on 
this same topic f Ah, that policy of ex ­ 
pansion, of imperialism—it is a tre­ 
mendous mistake, it is a sad departura 
No one more than 1 has reverenced the 
United States for its hig h mission 
in the world, none has more fervently 
cherished the hope that the g reat coun­ 
try would be faithful forever to that 
mission, ex ecuting it to the end of time 
and filling the earth with the rare bless­ 
ing of a pure and noble national ex am- 
pla I had alway s trusted that I should 
never seethe republic diverted from the 
path marked out for it by the wise fa­ 
thers. to tread in the broad and down­ 
ward way of the oonquering empires of 
the past and of the insatiable empires 
of Europe today . 1 had desired for the 
United States to see it preserving the 
even tenor of its established way , set­ 
ting the world an ex ample of peace, of 
moderation, of freedom and of freedom 
from the lust of land and dominion. I 
had desired that if America ever un­ 
sheathed her sword ag ain it should be 
only for the preservation of her own 
liberty and integ rity , or for the ex ten­ 
sion of liberty to the g rossly downtrod­ 
den without demand for or thoug ht of 
self ag g randizement with soil and peo­ 
ples. 
This ideal for America has been 
rudely shaken, almost dispelled. 1 will 
not y et abandon it altog ether, but liave 
g rave foreboding s 1 cannot resist. 
| 
“ What 1 had desired for Porto Rio ■ 
was that, since her own arm was too 1 
weak to achieve her independence, it | 
mig ht be won for her by a noble and | 
powerful neig hbor no long er able to en­ 
dure the spectaMe of old world ty ranny 
at h« r very door; that this liberator 
should tarry long enoug h to see the in­ 
fant republic born and assured of a v ig ­ 
orous beg inning of life; that the eman­ 
cipator should then withdraw with the 
love and g ratitude of a new nation, 
rig htfully bearing a g ladly y ielded par­ 
amount influence with that nation in 
all (x intinental and international mat­ 
terà This conclusion, I am sure, would 
have been better in the end for Porto 
Rico as well as the United States. 
For 
America it would have meant so much 
the lees of the fatal imperial policy and 
so much the more of adherence to the 
wholesome traditions oA the past. For 
the island it would have meant develop­ 
ment according to the g enius of the 
people—not development which must 
encounter at every step the difficulties 
raised by difference of race, of tempera­ 
ment, of lang uag e and of education.** 
The population of Porto Rico are to­ 
tally ig norant of the federal sy stem of 
this g overnment. Even those who fancy 
that they understand it are, for the 
>io8t part, mistaken. It will be difficult 
for them to comprehend it. 
It will be 
still more difficult for them to adaut 


themselves to it and enter into it. 
An 
obstacle, and to ray mind a serious one, 
! will arise in the introiluction of a lan­ 
g uag e foreig n to the people as the offi- 
• cial lang uag e of the i.sland. 
It will 
tend in a measure to the creation of 


I caste, to the rise of an official class 
j sharply set off from the rest of the in- 
I habitants. 
The passing of the Spanish 
lang uag e will in itself be viewed with 
; reg ret, for, Spanish as it is, it is dear 
to all who speak it 
Impediments in 
the transaction of affairs, bnsiuess as 
well as g overnmental, will also neces­ 
sarily be produced by this difference 
in la i^ a g e, and their tendency will be 
more or less toward irritation and fric­ 
tion. 
“ How many of my country men may 
ag ree with me in the v iews 1 hold I 
cannot state with positiveneiw, but that 
there are not a few I am confident, and 
it seems to me that it should be easy 
for all to comprehend where their best 
interests lie. The American press has 
rig htly made a g reat deal of the open 
arms with which the Porto Ricans have 
received the army of General Milea 
All those manifestations of delig ht— 
the resounding addresses of welcome, 
the flowere, the tears of joy , the em­ 
braces of unrestrained enthusiasm— 
were questioulessly honest and sincere. 
Yet—i« nd 1 assert this with absolute 
conviction—they were founded upon a 
serious misapprehension. 
The Porto 
Ricans have taken for g ranted that the 
purpose of the United States was, first, 
to strike a military blow at Simiu, and, 
second, to seize the opportunity to put an 
end forever to Spanish misg overnment 
in the Antilles by erecting on the is­ 
land a free and independent g overn­ 
ment. 
The policy of annex ation, the 
imposition of sovereig nty upon a people 
without its solicitation and even with­ 
out inquiry as to its desires, they never 
suspected for one moment, opposed as 
it was to the fundamental principles 
which had hitherto g uided therepublia 
What revulsion of feeling may follow 
a recog nition of the true intention of 
the United States no one can fofetell. 
“ But what av ails it now to talk in 
this strain? The die is cast. The policjy 
of the United States has been declared 
to the world, and it is doubtless un­ 
alterable. This being so, it behooves 
Porto Ricans to consider the future in 
the fix ed lig ht of annex ation. 
What­ 
ever disappointment may be felt, how­ 
ever acute it may be at first, I ex ­ 
pect that it will g iv e way to a g eneral 
and hearty acceptance of the status. 
“ The infinitude of g cx x i involved in the 
chang e from Spanish to American a l­ 
leg iance forbids any other conclusion. 
But since our lot is cast with the Unit­ 
ed States we shall now desire with in­ 
tense eag erness to be admitted to full 
participation in all the prerog atives 
and privileg es of a sovereig n unit of the 
republia We aspire to reach as speedi­ 
ly as possible our station among the 
states—to be that element in the affairs 
of the Union which such a status im­ 
plies. 
The coutinnanoe of a military 
g overnment will be particularly un- 
pleasing to Porto Ricans, reminiscent 
as it will be of the odious shape of 
Spanish rule. A territorial g overnment 
will be viewed as a necessary stag e, it 
may be, but with impatience for its 
termination. Since we must be Ameri­ 
cans, we cannot be blamed if we are 
anx ious to become at once as American 
as the most American of the Americans. 
At present we are not the best material 
for such a transformation, but imme­ 
diate conversion will perhaps be for us 
the best educative process. ’’ 
Frank A. 
Bonilla, another Porto 
Rican of prominent family and personal 
inflnenoe, remarked the other day on 
the question of the immediate future of 
Porto Rico: 
“ No doubt in a very few y ears Porto 
Rioo will be admitted as a state. First, 
of course, must come the brief m ili­ 
tary g overnment. After that a short 
period of territorial g overnment, and 
then fa ll participation in the g lory and 
responsibility of national self g overn­ 
ment. ’’ 
Mr. Bonilla was asked if he would be 
disappointed if the territorial period 
lasted for ten y ears. 
With much posi- 
tivenesfi, as if a very long time had been 
sug g ested, he replied: 
“ I, for one, certainly should, and I 
think that most Porto Ricans would be. I 
It will be a very few y ears before Porto 
I 
Ricans are thoroug hly fitted for the ad-1 
mission of the island to statehood. I 
base this opinion in part on the fact i 
that three-fourths of the population can 
read and write. 
There are schools all 
over the island. I do not contend that 
they are hig hly advanced schools, but 
they impart a foundation of education 
and remove the reproach of illiteracy . 
It is sig nificant that in Spain, the 
mother country , the conditious are pre­ 
cisely the reverse. Three-fourths of the 
population cannot read and write. The 
provincials have been more ambitious 
and aspiring and have done more to 
prepaid themselves for modem life than 
the proud Spaniards have done. The 
Porto Rican schools number 6 03, many 
of them in the country and owing their 
institution to the nativ e population. 
“ I base my opinion also on the fact 
that for many y ears Porto Ricans have 
g one to the United States to be educated, 
and have thus imfbibed American ideas.

Colon to the United States Acceptable 
Even to the Dissidents For Its Vast Im­ 
provement Over Spaoish Role—The New 
Territorial Expansion Policy Deplored 
as a Sad Mistake—The Admission of 
Porto Rico as a Stats Desired at the 
Earliest Possible Moment—The Natives 
of tho Island Ara Not Uneducated. 


At this juncture in the relation of 
the United States to Porto Rico the 
views of representative natives of the 
island are doubtless both interesting 
and valuable. Probably no Porto Bican 
in this country—according to testimony 
of his fellow islanders resident in New 
York—is better qualified by education, 
career and eminence to speak with 
weight on the theme than is Eugenio 
M. de Hostos. 
A native of May agues—the last of 
the towns to be occupied by the Ameri­ 
can troops—Mr. Host os was educated 
in Europe, and in his youth became a 
revolutionist upon whom the eyes of 
Spain were speedily fastened. The abor­ 
tive uprising of 1868, which he actively 
promoted and abetted, drove him into 
the exile which has lasted until now. 
Before and after that event he spent 
much tim e in Paris, where he became 
acquainted w ith all the disaffected 
Spaniards residing there. Among them 
was Sagasta. with whom Mr. Hostos 
became 
personally intim ate—aud it 
may be noted in passing that he bears 
in personal appearance a striking like­ 
ness to the queen regent’s premier, so 
far as pictures of the Liberal statesman 
allow one to judge. One would say that 
the two faces belonged to the same type, 
and that the type was genuinely Span­ 
ish. Notwithstanding their almost daily 
intercourse and cordial friendship the 
two men had radically different polit­ 
ical ideals and aspirations. The dream 
of Hostos was the establishment of a 
republic in the mother country—a re­ 
public whose ample liberty would ex­ 
tend in equal measure to every colony. 
Failing that, his desire was the emanci­ 
pation and independence of Porto R ica 
To a newspaper representative 
Mr. 
Hostos recently said: 
M1 have just been reading in your 
newspaper 6ome remarks attributed to 
ex-Secretary Sherman, w ith which I 
find myself in perfect accord. He raises 
his voice against colonial expansion, 
against an imperial 
policy for the 
United States. How right he is I How 
sound has been The Evening Post on 
this same topic I Ah, that policy of ex- 
pausion, of imperialism—it is a tre­ 
mendous mistake, it is a sad departure. 
No one more than I has reverenced the 
United States for its high mission 
in the world, none has more fervently 
cherished the hope that the great coun­ 
try would be faithful forever to that 
mission, executing it to the end of time 
and filling the earth w ith the rare bless­ 
ing of a pure and noble national exam­ 
ple. I had always trusted that I should 
never seethe republic diverted from the 
path marked out for it by the wise fa­ 
thers, to tread in the broad and down­ 
ward way of the conquering empires of 
the past and of the insatiable empires 
of Europe today. I had desired for the 
United States to see it preserving the 
even tenor of its established way, set­ 
ting the world an example of peace, of 
moderation, of freedom and of freedom 
from the Inst of land and dominion. I 
had desired that if America ever un­ 
sheathed her sword again it should be 
only for the preservation of her own 
liberty and integrity, or for the exten­ 
sion of liberty to the grossly downtrod­ 
den w ithout demand for or thought of 
self aggrandizement w ith Boil and peo­ 
ples. This ideal for America has been 
rudely shaken, almost dispelled. I will 
not yet abandon it altogether, but have 
grave forebodings I cannot resist. 
“ W hat I had desired for Porto Rio 
was that, ainee her own arm was too 
weak to achieve her independence, it 
might be won for her by a noble and 
powerful neighbor no longer able to en­ 
dure the spectate of old world tyranny 
at her very door; that this liberator 
should tarry long enough to see the in­ 
fant republic born and assured of a vig­ 
orous beginning of life; that the eman­ 
cipator should then withdraw w ith the 
love and gratitude of a new nation, 
rightfully bearing a gladly yielded par­ 
amount influence w ith that nation in 
all continental and international m at­ 
ters. This conclusion, I am sure, would 
have been better in the end for Porto 
Rico as well as the United States. For 
America it would have meant so much 
the less of the fatal imperial policy and 
so much the more of adherence to the 
wholesome traditions of the past For 
the island it would have meant develop­ 
ment according to the genius of the 
people—-not development which must 
encounter at every step the difficulties 
raised by difference of raoe, of tempera­ 
m ent of language and of education.” 
The population of Porto Rico are to­ 
tally ignorant of the federal system of 
this government. Even those who fancy 
that they understand it are, for the 
tiost part, mistaken. It will be difficult 
for them to comprehend it. 
It will be 
still more difficult for them to adapt 


themselves to it and enter into it. 
An 
obstacle, and to my mind a serious one, 
will arise in the introduction of a lan­ 
guage foreign to the people as the offi­ 
cial language of the island. 
It will 
tend in a measure to the creation of 
caste, to the rise of an official class 
sharply set off from the rest of the in­ 
habitants. 
The passing of the Spanish 
language will in itself be viewed with 
regret, for, Spanish as it is, it is dear 
to all who speak i t 
Impediments in 
the transaction of affairs, business as 
well as governmental, w ill also neces­ 
sarily be produced by this difference 
in language, and their tendency will bs 
more or less toward irritation and fric­ 
tion. 
“ How many of my countrymen may 
agree w ith me in the views I hold I 
cannot state with positiveness, but that 
there are not a few I am confident, and 
it seems to me that it should be easy 
for all to comprehend where their best 
interests lie. The American press has 
rightly made a great deal of the open 
arms w ith which the Porto Ricans have 
received the army of General Miles. 
AU those manifestations of delight— 
the resounding addresses of welcome, 
the flowers, the tears of joy, the em­ 
braces of unrestrained enthusiasm— 
were quest!oniesely honest and sincere. 
Yet—and I assert this w ith absolute 
conviction—they were founded upon a 
serious misapprehension. 
The Porto 
Ricans have taken for granted that the 
purpose of the United States was, first, 
to strike a m ilitary blow at Spain, and, 
second, to seize the opportunity to put an 
end forever to Spanish misgovernment 
in the Antilles by erecting on the is­ 
land a free and independent govern­ 
ment. The policy of annexation, the 
imposition of sovereignty upon a people 
without its solicitation and even w ith­ 
out inquiry as to its desires, they never 
suspected for one moment, opposed as 
it was to the fundamental principles 
which had hitherto guided the republic. 
W hat revulsion of feeling may follow 
a recognition of the true intention of 
the United States no one can foretell. 
“ But w hat avails it now to talk in 
this strain? The die is cast. The policy 
of the United States has been declared 
to the world, and it is doubtless un­ 
alterable. This being so, it behooves 
Porto Ricans to consider the future in 
the fixed light of annexation. 
W hat­ 
ever disappointment may be felt, how­ 
ever acute it may be at first, I ex­ 
pect tbat it w ill give way to a general 
and hearty acceptance of the status. 
“ The infinitude of good involved in the 
change from Spanish to American al­ 
legiance forbids any other conclusion. 
But since our lot is oast w ith the U nit­ 
ed States we shall now desire with in­ 
tense eagerness to be admitted to full 
participation in all the prerogatives 
and privileges of a sovereign unit of the 
republia We aspire to reach as speedi­ 
ly as possible our station among the 
states—to be that element in the affairs 
of the Union which such a status im­ 
plies. The continuance of a m ilitary 
government will be particularly un­ 
pleasing to Porto Ricans, reminiscent 
as it w ill be of the odious shape of 
Spanish rule. A territorial government 
will be viewed as a necessary stage, it 
may be, but with impatience for its 
termination. Since we must be Ameri­ 
cans, we cannot be blamed if we are 
anxious to become at once as American 
as the most American of the Americans. 
At present we are not the best material 
for such a transformation, but imme­ 
diate conversion w ill perhaps be for us 
the beet educative process. ” 
Frank A. Bonilla, another Porto 
Rican of prominent family and personal 
influence, remarked the other day on 
the question of the immediate future of 
Porto Rico: 
“ No doubt in a very few years Porto 
Rioo w ill be admitted as a state. First, 
of course, must come the brief m ili­ 
tary government. After that a short 
period of territorial government, and 
then fall participation in the glory and 
responsibility of national self govern­ 
ment. ” 
Mr. Bonilla was asked if he would be 
disappointed if the territorial period 
lasted for ten years. 
W ith much posi­ 
tiveness, as if a very long time had been 
snggested, he replied: 
“ I, for one, certainly should, and I 
think that most Porto Ricans would be. 
It will be a very few years before Porto 
Ricans are thoroughly fitted for the ad­ 
mission of the island to statehood. I 
base this opinion in part on the fact 
that three-fourths of the population can 
read and write. 
There are schools all 
over the island. I do not contend that 
they are highly advanced schools, but 
they im part a foundation of education 
and remove the reproach of illiteracy. 
It is significant that in Spain, the 
mother country, the conditions are pre­ 
cisely the reverse. Three-fourths of the 
population cannot read and write. The 
provincials have been more ambitious 
and aspiring and have done more to 
prepare themselves for modern life than 
the proud Spaniards have done. The 
Porto Rican schools number 508, many 
of them in the country and owing their 
institution to the native population. 
“ I base my opinion also on the fact 
that for many years Porto Ricans have 
gone to the United States to be educated, 
and have thus imbibed American ideas. 
The business and professional schools of 
the country have been full of them. As 
a result af such residence in this coun­ 
try and of commercial contact at least 
IO per cent of the population of Porto 
Rico can communicate in the English 
language. There is no nreindice against 


the introduction of tbat language, tnere 
ie no known o ra c le to speedy aud 
thorough Americanization. For all th*>e 
reasons I behevf the day is practical.y 
at hand when Porto Rico w ill be fully 
qualified for admission into the great 
sisterhood of states. 
In addition we 
must take into consideration the part 
politics may play in bringing about 
such a result Who knows when it may 
suit the interest and policy of a domi­ 
nant party to make Porto Rico a state.'

autocrats of neighboring villages. This 
in intensified degree keeps the several 
islands jealous, if not hostile, to each 
other. Hence community of thought 
and interest is not recognized, and for 
this reason, even if a union of the is­ 
lands could be formed as an independent 
republic, its disintegration by secession 
and perhaps war would naturally fol­ 
low in a short time. ”

Even to th e D issidents For Its Vast Im ­ 
provem ent Over Spanish R o le—The New 
Territorial Expansion Policy D eplored 
as rn Had M istake—Th# A dm ission of 
Porto Rico as a State D esired at th e 
E arliest Possible M oment—The N atives 
o f th e Island Ara N ot U neducated. 


At this juncture in the relation of 
the United States to Porto Rico the 
views of representative natives of the 
island are doubtless both interesting 
and valuable. Probably no Porto Rican 
in this country—according to testimony 
of his fellow islanders resident in New 
York—is better qualified by education, 
career and eminence to speak with 
weight on the theme than is Eugenio 
M. de Hostos. 
A native of Mayaguez—the last of 
the towns to be occupied by the Ameri­ 
can troops—Mr. Hostos was educated 
in Europe, and in his yonth became a 
revolutionist upon whom the eyes of 
Spain were speedily fastened. The abor­ 
tive uprising of 1868, which he actively 
promoted and abetted, drove him into 
the exile which has lasted until now. 
Before and after that event he spent 
much time in Paris, where he became 
acquainted with all the disaffected 
Spaniards residing there. Among them 
was Sagasta. with whom Mr. Hostos 
became 
personally intimate—and it 
may be noted in passing that he bears 
in personal appearance a striking like­ 
ness to the queen regent’s premier, so 
far as pictures of the Liberal statesman 
allow one to judge. One would say that 
the two faces belonged to the same type, 
and that the type was genuinely Span­ 
ish. Notwithstanding their almost daily 
intercourse and cordial friendship the 
two men had radically different polit­ 
ical ideals and aspirations. The dream 
of Hostos was the establishment of a 
republic in the mother country—a re­ 
public whose ample liberty would ex­ 
tend in equal measure to every colony. 
Failing that, his desire was the emanci­ 
pation and independence of Porto R ica 
To a newspaper representative 
Mr. 
Hostos recently said: 
aT have just been reading in your 
newspaper some remarks attributed to 
ex-Secretary Sherman, with which I 
find myself in perfect aocord. He raises 
his voioe against colonial expansion, 
against an imperial 
policy for the 
United States. How right he is! How 
sound has been The Evening Poet on 
this same topic! Ah, that policy of ex­ 
pansion, of imperialism—it is a tre­ 
mendous mistake, it is a sad departure. 
No one more than I has reverenced the 
United States for its high mission 
in the world, none has more fervently 
cherished the hope that the great coun­ 
try would be faithful forever to that 
mission, executing it to the end of time 
and filling the earth w ith the rare bless­ 
ing of a pure and noble national exam­ 
ple. I had always trusted that I should 
never seethe republic diverted from the 
path marked out for it by the wise fa­ 
thers, to tread in the broad and down­ 
ward way of the conquering empires of 
the past and of the insatiable empires 
of Europe today. I had desired for the 
United States to see it preserving the 
even tenor of its established way, set­ 
ting the world an example of peace, of 
moderation, of freedom and of freedom 
fTom the Inst of land and dominion. I 
had desired that if America ever on- 
sheathed her sword again it should be 
only for the preservation of her own 
liberty and integrity, or for the exten­ 
sion of liberty to the grossly downtrod­ 
den without demand for or thought of 
self aggrandizement w ith soil and peo­ 
ples. This ideal for America has been 
rudely shaken, almost dispelled. I will 
not yet abandon it altogether, but have 
grave forebodings I cannot resist. 
“ W hat I had desired for Porto Rio 
WM that, ainee her own arm was too 
weak to achieve her independence, it 
m ight be won for her by a noble and 
powerful neighbor no longer able to en­ 
dure the spectacle of old world tyranny 
at her very door; that this liberator 
should tarry long enough to see the in­ 
fant republic born and assured of a vig­ 
orous beginning of life; that the eman­ 
cipator should then withdraw with the 
love and gratitude of a new nation, 
rightfully bearing a gladly yielded par­ 
amount influence w ith that nation in 
all continental and international mat­ 
ters. This conclusion, I am sure, would 
have been better in the end for Porto 
Rico m well as the United States. For 
America it would have meant so much 
the less of the fatal imperial policy and 
so much the more of adherence to the 
wholesome traditions of the past. 
For 
the island it would have meant develop­ 
ment according to the genius of the 
people—not development which must 
encounter at every step the difficulties 
raised by difference of raoe, of tempera­ 
ment, of language and of education.” 
The population of Porto Rico are to­ 
tally ignorant of the federal system of 
this government. Even those who fancy 
that they understand it are, for the 
Dost part, mistaken. It will be difficult 
for them to comprehend it. 
It will be 
still more difficult for them to adant 


I themselves to it and enter into it. 
An 
* obstacle, and to my mind a serious one, 
| will arise in the introduction of a lan­ 
guage foreign to the people as the offi­ 
cial language of the island. 
It will 
tend in a measure to the creation of 
caste, to the rise of an official class 
sharply set off from the rest of the in­ 
habitants. 
The passing of the Spanish 
language will in itself be viewed with 
regret, for, Spanish as it is, it is dear 
to all who speak i t 
Impediments in 
the transaction of affairs, business as 
well as governmental, will also neces­ 
sarily be produced by this difference 
in language, aud their tendency will ba 
more or less toward irritation aud fric­ 
tion. 
‘‘How many of my countrymen may 
agree with me in the views I hold I 
cannot state with positiveness, but that 
there are not a few I am confident, and 
it seems to me that it should be easy 
for all to comprehend where their best 
interests lie. The American press has 
rightly made a great deal of the open 
arms with which the Porto Ricans havo 
received the army of General Miles. 
All those manifestations of delight— 
the resounding addresses of welcome, 
the flowers, the tears of joy, the em­ 
braces of unrestrained enthusiasm— 
were questionlessly honest and sincere. 
Yet—and I assert this with absolute 
conviction—they were founded upon a 
serious misapprehension. 
The Porto 
Ricans have taken for granted that the 
purpose of the United States was, first, 
to strike a m ilitary blow at Spain, and, 
second, to seize the opportunity to put an 
end forever to Spanish misgovernment 
in the Antilles by erecting on the is­ 
land a free and independent govern­ 
ment. The policy of annexation, the 
imposition of sovereignty upon a people 
without its solicitation and even w ith­ 
out inquiry m to its desires, they never 
suspected for one moment, opposed as 
it was to the fundamental principles 
which had hitherto guided the republic. 
W hat revulsion of feeling may follow 
a recognition of the true intention of 
the United States no one can fofetell. 
“ But w hat avails it now to talk in 
this strain? The die is cast. The policy 
of the United States has been declared 
to the world, and it is doubtless un­ 
alterable. 
This being so, it behooves 
Porto Ricans to consider the future in 
the fixed light of annexation. 
W hat­ 
ever disappointment may be felt, how­ 
ever acute it may be at first, I ex­ 
pect that it will give way to a general 
and hearty acceptance of the status. 
“ The infinitude of good involved in the 
change from Spanish to American al­ 
legiance forbids any other conclusion. 
But since our lot is cant with the U nit­ 
ed States we shall now desire with in ­ 
tense eagerness to be admitted to full 
participation in all the prerogatives 
and privileges of a sovereign unit of the 
republic. We aspire to reach as speedi­ 
ly m possible our station among the 
states—to be that element in the affairs 
of the Union which such a status im­ 
plies. The continuance of a m ilitary 
government will be particularly un­ 
pleasing to Porto Ricans, reminiscent 
as it will be of the odious shape of 
Spanish rule. A territorial government 
will be viewed as a necessary stage, it 
may be, but with impatience for its 
termination. 
Since we must be Ameri­ 
cans, we cannot be blamed if we are 
anxious to become at once as American 
as the most American of the Americans. 
At present we are not the best material 
for such a transformation, but imme­ 
diate conversion w ill perhaps be for us 
the best educative process.” 
Frank A. 
Bonilla, another Porto 
Rican of prominent family and personal 
influence, remarked the other day on 
the question of the immediate future of 
Porto Rico: 
“ No doubt in a very few years Porto 
Rico will be admitted M a eta ta First, 
of course, must come the brief m ili­ 
tary government. 
After that a short 
period of territorial government, and 
then fall participation in the glory and 
responsibility of national self govern­ 
ment. ” 
Mr. Bonilla was asked if he would be 
disappointed if the territorial period 
lasted for ten years. 
W ith much posi­ 
tiveness, as if a very long time had been 
suggested, he replied: 
“ I, for one, certainly should, and I 
think that most Porto Ricans would be. 
It will be a very few years before Porto 
Ricans are thoroughly fitted for the ad­ 
mission of the island to statehood. I 
base this opinion in part on the fact 
that three-fourths of the population can 
read and write. 
There are schools all 
over the island. I do not contend that 
they are highly advanced schools, but 
they im part a foundation of education 
and remove the reproach of illiteracy. 
It is significant that in Spain, the 
mother country, the conditions are pre­ 
cisely the reverse. Three-fourths of the 
population cannot read and write. The 
provinoials have been more ambitions 
and aspiring and have done more to 
prepare themselves for modern life than 
the proud Spaniards have done. 
The 
Porto Rican schools number 503, many 
of them in the country and owing their 
institution to the native population. 
“ I base my opinion also on the fact 
that for many years Porto Ricans have 
gone to the United States to be educated, 
and have thus imbibed American ideas. 
The business and professional schools of 
the country have been full of them. As 
a result of such residence in this coun­ 
try and of commercial contact at least 
IO per cent of the population of Porto 
Rico can communicate in the English 
language. There is no nreiudice against 


the intr»*duction of that language; mere 
is no known obstacle to speedy and 
thorough Americanization. For all rh* m* 
reasons I belied the day is practically 
at hand when Porto Rico will be fully 
qualified tor admission into the grear 
sisterhood of states. 
In addition we 
must take into consideration the part 
politics may play in bringing about 
such a result Who knows when it may 
suit the interest and j»olicy of a domi­ 
nant party to make Porte Rico a state:

Cruel T reatm ent o f H orses and M ules by 
th e N atives—Lack o f Hum or. 
There is not in the whole city of San­ 
tiago a drop of life’s hnmor. The faces 
of the children are old and sad.

These animals are simply the 
framework of a very small pony. There 
is no flesh or muscle, but the loads they 
pile on these two wheeled affairs is 
enough to make the hair of the Society 
For the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mals turn white at a glance, and these 
inhuman drivers w ill not, for some rea 
son of their own, put the bridle bit in 
the horse’s mouth.

I once had the privilege of wit- j 
uessiug the preparation of a number of 
these poisoned weapons, and as nearly 
as I can remember the process was 
about as follows: 
The poison was made from the bark 
of two different trees, the names of 
which I have forgotten. 
One of the 
pieces of bark was beaten almost to a 
jelly, pressed and dried, then moistened 
and again pressed. 
Though the man 
nsed bis bare hands in doing this, he 
apparently was not injured in any way 
by contact with the poison. 
The juice 
of the bark thus extracted looked very 
much like pea soup as it simmered in 
an earthen vessel over a slow fire. When 
it had reached the consistency of sirup, 
a quantity of pulp from the second piece 
of bark was scraped off and the juice of 
this squeezed into the sirup over the 
fire.

Some of these men are decidedly un­ 
prepossessing in appearance, aud if 
those people in America who are clam­ 
oring loudly for the annexation of the 
Philippine islands could spend a short 
time in the company of these proposed 
allies aud prospective American citizens 
tin y might wonder whether after ail 
the game were worth the candle. Most 
of rile Philippine islanders are savages 
who fight with lances and poisoned 
arrows. I once bad the privilege of w it­ 
nessing the preparation of a number of 
these poisoned weapons, and as nearly 
as I can remember the process was 
about as follows: 
The poison was made from the bark 
of two different trees, the names of 
which I have forgotten. One of the 
pieces of bark was beaten almost to a j 
jelly, pressed and dried, then moistened 
and again pressed. Though the man 
used his bare hands in doing this, he 
apparently was not injured in any way 
by contact with the poison. 
The juice 
of the bark thus extracted looked very 
much like pea soup as it simmered in 
an earthen vessel over a slow fire. When 
it had reached the consistency of sirup, 
a quantity of pulp from the second piece 
of bark was scraped off and the juice of 
this squeezed into the sirup over the 
fire. The juice of the second piece of 
bark was dark brown in color and the 
liquid in the vessel was darkened and 
changed as soon as the new ingredient 
was stirred into it. 
The mixture was 
then allowed to simmer for some time, 
until it had attained the consistency of 
jelly, when it was scraped out of the 
vessel with a chip and put on a large 
leaf which had been plentifully sprin­ 
kled with ashes. 
This preparation can be kept a long 
time without losing any of its strength. 
To poison an arrowhead a piece of this 
jellylike substance about the size of a 
hickory nut is warmed aud rubbed all 
over the point, which can be used re 
peatedly without the poison losing its 
virtue. 
The natives also have daggers 
with sharp pointed blades about four 
inches wide and a foot long, which 
they call bararaos. They are very dex­ 
trous in the use of this weapon, aud if j 
they can lay hold of an adversary Lqj 
the’hair, tiny cut off his head with one 
sweep of the arm aud carry it home a- 
a rr oh.v of war.—Manila Cor. Medical

Tuesday , J une 28 . Prov idence con­ 
tinues to smile upon ns. Weather and 
wav es all that can be desired. No mat­ 
ters of special moment ooonrring . Very 
little sickness and no serious cases. 
We 
are making an. av erag e of about 25 0 
knots ev ery 24 hours. The China conld 
ran away from the Zealandia. and the 
latter could easily outstrip the Colon 
and Senator. 
Wednesday , J une 29. We had a v ery 
rig id inspection of arms and accoutre­ 
ments today , as it has been determined 
to offer resistance if any thing like a 
wooden g unboat attempts our capture. 
We hav e eig ht Max im g uns and four 
Gatling s in the four ships, and conld pat 
np a nice little fig ht ag ainst a wooden 
v essel, ev en if she had a much heav ier 
armament than ourselv es, while, on ac­ 
count of onr superior speed, we could 
ov ertake our enemy and either run him 
down or do g ood work ag ainst his crew 
with our musketry fire. 
We hav e 
formed a corps of scouts or sharpshooters 
in the Tenth, Lieutenant J ohn Thomp­ 
son, Company E, Mt. Pleasant, Pa., will 
hav e command, and Colonel Hawkins 
has honored y our correspondent with 
the position of second in command. Our 
corps will endeav or to g iv e a g ood ac­ 
count of itself in case of a difficulty . 
Lieutenant Thompson is a crack shot, 
a v eteran of the war of the rebellion and 
he asserts that none but the most relia­ 
ble shots and trustworthy soldiers shall 
become members of the org anization 
which he has the honor to command. 
The rank and file mast be men of more 
than av erag e intellig ence, and must pos­ 
sess the requisites of coolness and cour­ 
ag e, while their phy sical condition must 
be first class, as they will be compelled 
to face all kinds of weather and endure 
sev ere marches and hardships. 
J une 8 0, Thursday 
(or 
Friday ? ) 
Crossed the meridian at 8 ;15 this morn­ 
ing , and this jumped us from Thursday 
into Friday , and g av e us J uly 1st from 
8 :15 a. m. This caused comments in­ 
numerable among the boy s in blue, and 
v ery funny and peculiar were some of 
the ex pressions heard by the pencil 
shov er. We are now about 1200 knots 
out from Honolulu, and 2000 miles from 
the Ladrone islands. 
Saturday , J uly 2d. Weather simply 
superb. 
Orders issued this morning 
that the rank and file are sadly in need 
of ex ercise. As a consequence the set­ 
ting up ex ercises hav e been ordered and 
the hurricane deck is the scene of nn- 
nsual activ ity . Company A, to which 
the writer belong s, has the rig ht of way , 
and Captain Shaaf has notified me that 
I am in charg e of the company for the 
serv ice. This is g ood news, as I lov e 
the « 'ex ercises,” and, nnder ex isting cir- 
cumstancee. deriv e especial benefit from 
them. Aside from this, I hav e the g ood 
will of my comrades, and they g o 
throug h the mov ements in a manner 
which is v ery g ratify ing to me. A holds 
the boards for from 15 to 20 minutes and 
then v acates in fav or of a second com­ 
pany , the entire reg iment completing 
the “ ex ercises” before dinner 
hour. 
“ Oil upon the troubled 
waters.” I 
found the literal ex emplification of this 
phrase today in watching one of the 
quartermasters of the v essell preparing 
canv as bag s, to be filled with oil and 
to be hung ov er the sides of the ship in 
case of storm and unusually heav y seas 
running . I at first thoug ht that the 
quartermaster was joking with me, 
knowing me to be a tenderfoot or land 
lubber, until he assured me, upon honor, 
that he was in earnest and that the ef­ 
fect of the dripping oil upon the ang ry 
wav es is simply marv elous, causing 
them to break and scatter as if in the 
hands and under the control of a mag ic 
hand—a mig ht power, all snbdoing and 
all conquering . 
Sunday . J uly 8 . 
Grandly beautiful 
day . Church serv ice morning and ev en­ 
ing . One of the companies of the Tenth 
has suffered humiliation on account of 
the profanity of some of the members 
thereof. Colonel Hawkins adv ised that 
the g uilty parties be punished in some 
manner by their better behav ed com­ 
rades. This adv ice was followed ; reso­ 
lutions condemnatory of profanity were 
drawn np and indorsed by a larg e ma­ 
jority ; a stout shing le was secured; the 
penalty for a sing le oath, first offense, 


was that the offender should be bended 
ov er a box , in a position warranting 
g ood results, while a rimscnlar and will­ 
ing rig ht arm applied the shing le where 
it would do the most g ood ; each addi­ 
tional oath met with an additional 
application of shing le. The result has 
been all that could be desired ; and, as 
one of the v ictims has i t : “ Profanity in 
our company has become classed with 
the lost arts.” Our colonel has issued a 
mandate ag ainst the use of profanity , 
and iu case the cnlprit should refuse to 
y ield to the sentence passed upon him 
by his messmates, and he should defy 
them to carry out their v erdict, he will 
at once be hauled before the reg imental 
commander, and then—the fates pity 
the poor sinner, as he will be compelled 
to take a dose of much more nauseous 
medicine than his comrades would hav e 
thoug ht of administering . 
One of our Max im g uns was dis­ 
mounted today and taken to the stern 
of the v essel. We now hav e artillery 
fore and aft. It looks as if our chief is 
making preparations to run away from 
the enemy , while peppering him from 
the rear g nn, acting under the belief 
that a “ stern chase is a long chase.” 
J uly 4, 
Charming day as usual. 
Reached Wakes island today , formerly 
known to mariners as Haly con island; 
our ex pedition halted here for some 
time, the China sending a small boat 
ashore, erecting the Stars and Stripes 
and taking possession of this part of the 
Spanish domain. History states that 
this nprising in the sea has been twice 
surv ey ed, once by Eng lish and ag ain by 
American snrv ey ors. ’Tis a barren spot, 
embracing some 216 square miles, is 
about eig ht feet abov e the water and is 
at times submerg ed or ov erflowed by the 
wav es of the Pacific. There is a small 
lag oon or lake in the center of the island 
and some fine fish are there, bat the 
water is unfit for drinking purposes. 
Great numbers of birds floated about 
our v essel while we were halted, among 
them the frig ate bird, strong of wind 
and the perfection of g race and ease; 
the g oney , a reg ular “ sailor” as one of 
the boy s termed i t ; the tailor bird and 
the boatswain or marlinspike, and a bird 
resembling the penqnin, white breasted 
and webfooted; one of the latter alig hted 
npon the y ard arm and rested there 
quite a while, looking as if amazed at 
Yankee daring . The second mate in­ 
forms me that wo are 2,021 miles out 
from Honolulu. Of course we cele­ 
brated the g lorious Fourth to the v ery 
best of our ability with flag s fly ing , 
whistles screeching and musketry speak­ 
ing with v arious officers and 
men 
orating , telling the lads what this g reat 
Yankee nation has accomplished in the 
past and what she contemplates' doing 
in the near future. The speakers were 
Colonel Hawkins, Quartermaster Mc­ 
Cormick, Captain Crag s, Snrg eon Major 
Neff and Serg eant Barron. Of course 
the boy s applauded ev ery happy hit 
made by the speakers. 
Your hnmble serv ant was made ser­ 
g eant of the g uard for the day . the first 
g uard duty he has performed during 
his‘fifteen y ears serv ice with the Tenth 
hav ing occupied positions which ex ­ 
cused him from such duty . Three sol­ 
dierly corporals and fifty -four priv ates 
did duty under y our correspondent on 
the day we celebrate, and they did doty 
rig ht np to the standard.

Charming day as usual. 
Reached Wakes island today, formerly 
known to mariners as Halycon island; 
our expedition halted here for some 
time, the China sending a small boat 
ashore, erecting the Stars and Stripes 
and taking possession of this part of the 
Spanish domain. History states that 
this uprising in the sea has been twice 
surveyed, once by English and again by 
American surveyors. ’Tis a barren spot, 
embracing some 216 square miles, is 
about eight feet above the water and is 
at times submerged or overflowed by the 
waves of the Pacific. There is a small 
lagoon or lake in the center of the island 
and some fine fish are there, but the 
water is unfit for drinking purposes. 
Great numbers of birds floated about 
our vessel while we were halted, among 
them the frigate bird, strong of wind 
and the perfection of grace and ease; 
the goney, a regular "sailor” as one of 
the boys termed it; the tailor bird and 
the boatswain or marlinspike, and a bird 
resembling the penquin, white breasted 
and webfooted; one of the latter alighted 
upon the yard arm and rested there 
quite a while, looking as if amazed at 
Yankee daring. The second mate in­ 
forms me that we are 2,021 miles out 
from Honolulu. Of course we cele­ 
brated the glorious Fourth to the very 
best of our ability with flags flying, 
whistles screeching and musketry speak­ 
ing with various officers and 
men 
orating, telling the lads what this great 
Yankee nation has accomplished in the 
past and what she contemplates' doing 
in the near future. The speakers were 
Colonel Hawkins, Quartermaster Mc­ 
Cormick, Captain Crags, Surgeon Major 
Neff and Sergeant Barron. Of coarse 
the boys applauded every happy hit 
made by the speakers. 
Your humble servant was made ser­ 
geant of the guard for the day, the first 
guard duty he has performed during 
his fifteen years service with the Tenth 
having occupied positions which ex- 
cased him from such duty. Three sol­ 
dierly corporals and fifty-fonr privates 
did duty under your correspondent on 
the day we celebrate, and they did duty 
right up to the standard.

According to Dr. Alvo Fuertez, a 
Porto Rican and resident of San J uan, 
wl?o was in 
Binghamton 
recently , 
Uncle Sam’s new possession will not be 
a desirable locution for y oung phy si­ 
cians in search of a spot to hang out 
their shingles. While Porto Rico is not 
ex empt from disease each native is his 
own phy sician, and it is only in times 
of an epidemic that a doctor gets any 
kind of a show. “ Probably no people on 
earth depend so much on their own 
remedies as the Porto Ricans,” say s 
Dr. Fuertez. “ All Spaniards are great 
believers iu the efficacy of herbs, and 
the doctor’s office is continually usurp­ 
ed by men or women herbalists who 
earn goodly fees. They have naturally 
a taste for the business to begin with. 
Then, 
having 
received 
instructions 
which are handed down from father to 
sou or from mother to daughter, they 
acquire a skill in the use of herbs that 
is really surprising. 
“ Every neighborhood has its herb doc­ 
tor, and his house is well known to 
every man, woman and child for miles 
around, aud when y ou call, if it be not 
in 'herb harvest time, ’ when the doc­ 
tor is on the hills gathering bis stock 
for the coming y ear, y on w ill be wel­ 
comed with true Spanish 
courtesy . 
From the smoke stained oeiling bang 
bunches of dried herbs that to 
visit­ 
or appear to be decorations of grasses 
hung upon some festive occasion and 
fcKgotten, and it would be hard indeed 
for the lay man to imagine that these 
apparently worthless trifles were of in­ 
estimable value. Daring business hours 
the doctor will be found in the plaza or 
market, seated in a qniet comer, a 
bunch of dried herbs near at hand, 
while the women, returning from the 
market, buy at 2 farthings apiece or 
less, bundles of these musty weeds, ask­ 
ing directions as to their use, 'how 
strong the medicine shall be made, aud, 
strange as it may seem, in each case the 
doctor usually prescribes with unerring 
accuracy .” —Special

That truth is stranger than fiction is 
again proved in the curious story of 
how a trooper in Torrey’s wild riders 
regiment found bis mother after 40 
years. 
The trooper, 
Tom 
Williams, 
Troop K. left Jacksonville, Fla., the 
other night for Fort Meade to see a 
mother 
whom he has thought, dead 
for many years. She is now 84 years of 
age, and she has long mourned for her 
boy. 
Many years ago the fam ily lived on 
the border. Indians made a raid and 
killed W illiams’ father. 
The mother, 
with heroic spirit, bravely fought off 
the Indians, killing several, when she 
was knocked down by the merciless 
blows of a tomahawk wielded by a red 
demon. 
Tom, then ti youngster of 7 or 
8, was taken with the band. 
He lived 
with them aud was for a year or two 
subjected to the worst kind of treat­ 
ment. 
He bears scars where slits were 
made and skin torn off by the inhuman 
redskins in their efforts to “ harden” 
bim. He also forgot the English lan­ 
guage. One day the band he was with 
met defeat and he was rescued by the 
whites. It took several years to win 
him back to civilization. 
He was then 
a strong, healthy youth of 18 or 20. He 
took up the cow boy *8 pursuit and lived 
in Wyoming. He enlisted under Colo­ 
nel Torrey and went to Jacksonville. 
In some manner his strange story 
leaked out, and in some way his old 
mother, 
now living at Fort Meade, 
south Florida, 200 miles sooth of Jack­ 
sonville, was informed of it. 
She com­ 
municated with friends in Jacksonville. 
W illiams was informed of the fact that 
his mother still lived. • In less than 20 
hours he secured a furlough and left to 
see his old mother. It was a queer 
story, and his comrades crowded to the 
depot to see *.Ln off and wish him all 
manner of guud lack and good wishes. 
W illiams is one of the best men of the 
troop, and Colonel Torrey speaks high­ 
ly of him, saying that he was a very 
quiet man, but with a courage and 
spirit that carried him through every­ 
thing.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

While Porto Rico is not 
exempt from disease each native is his 
own physician, and it is only in times 
of an epidemic that a doctor gets any 
kind of a show. “ Probably no people on 
earth depend so much on their own 
remedies as the Porto Ricans,” says 
Dr. Fuertez. “ All Spaniards are great 
believers in the efficacy of herbs, and 
the doctor’s office is continually usurp­ 
ed by men or women herbalists who 
earn goodly fees. They have naturally 
a taste for the business to begin with. 
Then, 
having 
received 
instructions 
which are handed down from father to 
sou or from mother to daughter, they 
acquire a skill in the use of herbs that 
is really surprising. 
* ‘ Every neighborhood has its herb doc­ 
tor, and his house is well known to 
every man, woman and child for miles 
around, and when you call, if it be not 
in * herb harvest tim e,’ when the doc­ 
tor is on the hills gathering his stock 
for the coming year, yon w ill be wel­ 
comed with true Spanish 
courtesy.

the iNirest possibility of being buried 
alive sends a shudder through us. 
Medical men know that the human 
bixiy in time of illness and at other 
times, too, is Viable to assnme all the 
outward appearances of death without 
the final separation having actually 
taken place. There are the coma, cata­ 
leptic and other forms of the nncon- 
scious state, each one bringing in its 
trend the very simulation of death itself. 
“ Happily, a medical man nowadays, ” 
said a physician to a reporter, “ expe­ 
riences no difficulty in declaring his pa­ 
tient to be dead, as a general rule, bnt 
it may perhaps happen once in his life­ 
time that he may have a doubt, iu 
which case conviction either way fol­ 
lows upon his iiudiugs, which are sim­ 
ple and Goiielusive, and iu which he 
cannot be mistaken. 
“ It is unfortunately true that there 
are thousands of nervous people now 
walking about in fear of being buried 
alive, this morbid conviction coming 
about through reading of an isolated 
case happening here and there, where 
perhaps some one has had a narrow es­ 
cape of being snbjected to a living burial. 
“ These ‘escapes’ greatly outnumber 
those of the actual occurrence itself. 
The cataleptic usually show signs tf 
life just iu the nick of time to disap­ 
point the undertakers and to relieve sor­ 
rowing frieijfds. 
“ Of course, much of the evidence on 
which the 
allegation of 
premature 
burial is based depends on the fact that 
bodies on exhumation have lieen occa­ 
sionally found distorted, thereby foster­ 
ing the notion that this or that occu­ 
pant of the coffin bus died from suffo­ 
cation, a theory which is supported by 
the favorable condition of other ex­ 
humed bodies. 
“ Bnt the idea is altogether wrong, in 
fact and in principle. It is w ell known 
among those who have made it a study 
that the apparent distortions, instead 
of demonstrating a living burial, pnre 
ly depend upon natural causes brought 
about by decompc^sition, the influence 
oi which is sufficiently strong enough 
to bulge out, and even burst, leaden 
coffins. This phenomenon does not hap­ 
pen in every case, but it does in a great 
many. 
“ No, no! I shall not go so far as to 
say that a premature burial has nevev 
taken place, but it has not occurred so 
often as is thought. 
I dare say it may 
occur in times of plagues and pesti­ 
lences, w’here the presumed dead urt 


end of all under such conditions is mer 
ciful, for it must not be forgotten that 
if you arc ‘uiicouscious’ only while be 
ing hermetically sealed in yonr coffin 
you will never again experience volun­ 
tary motion or sensation. 
“ However, where the doctor can be 
oonsuited, living burial is impossible 
even iu a cholera panic, for there are 
certain bodily movements which gener­ 
a lly occur after death from cholera, in 
the absence of which a medical man 
would hesitate to certify for burial. 
“ In ages gone by and iu uncivilized 
countries still it is possible that uncon­ 
scious cataJ eptics, or persons drugged to 
apparent death, may have been and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but I do not believe that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events are possible. 
“ In Vienna the custom prevails of 
taking a t>ody to the mortuary on the 
eve of burial, where it is ‘testini.' 
Thimbles are placed on the fingers of 
the (iead, to ■which are attached wiree 
connected with the mortuary bells. 
“ Have the bells ever rung? Yes, onca 
“ It is impossible for a doctor to m is­ 
take unconsciousness in its varied forms 
for death. 
“ Some time ago it was suggested that 
a law should be passed making it com­ 
pulsory for a medical man to test bodies 
before giving a certificate of death. 
Testing by electricity was thought of, 
but it is an open question yet whether 
electricity kills or only stims.

ALIVE IN THE GRAVE. 


THE CHANCES FOR SUCH A FATE ARE 
EXTREMELY REMOTE. 


In Time* of Plague and Pentilenc* th e 
G reatest D anger of P rem atu ra B urial 
R xists—The D eath T est T h at ?• A pplied 
l a Vicuna. 


Most of us have a lingering love of 
life, and the thought that there is just 
the barest possibility of being buried 
alive sends a shudder through us. 
Medical men know that the human 
body in time of illness and at other 
times, too, is .liable to assume all the 
outward appearances of death without 
the final separation having actually 
taken place. There are the coma, cata­ 
leptic and other forms of the uncon­ 
scious state, each one bringing in its 
trend the very simulation of death itself. 
“ Happily, a medical man nowadays, ” 
said a physician to a reporter, “ expe­ 
riences no difficulty in declaring his pa­ 
tient to be dead, as a general rule, but 
it may perhaps happen once in bis life­ 
time that he may have a don bt, in 
which case conviction either way fol­ 
lows upon his findings, which are sim­ 
ple and conclusive, and in which he 
cannot be mistaken. 
“ It is unfortunately true that there 
are thousands of nervous people now 
walking about in fear of being buried 
alive, this morbid conviction coming 
about through reading of an isolated 
case happening here and there, where 
perhaps some one has had a narrow es­ 
cape of being subjected to a living burial. 
“ These ‘escapes’ greatly outnumber 
those of the actual occurrence itself. 
The cataleptic usually show signs ef 
life just in the nick of time to disap­ 
point the undertakers and to relieve sor­ 
rowing friends. 
“ Of course, much of the evidence on 
which the allegation of premature 
burial is based depends on the fact that 
bodies on exhumation have been occa­ 
sionally found distorted, thereby foster­ 
ing the notion that this or that occu­ 
pant of the coffin has died from suffo­ 
cation, a theory which is supported by 
the favorable condition of other ex­ 
humed bodies. 
“ But the idea is altogether wrong, in 
fact and in principle. It is well known 
among those who have made it a study 
that the apparent distortions, instead 
of demonstrating a living burial, pure 
ly depend upon natural causes brought 
about by decomposition, the influence 
of which is sufficiently strong enough 
to bulge out, and even burst, leaden 
coffins. This phenomenon does not hap­ 
pen in every case. but it does in a great 
many. 
“ No, no! I shall not go so far as to 
say that a premature burial has never 
taken place, but it has not occurred so 
often as is thought. I dare say it may 
occur in times of plagues and peMi- 
lances, where the presumed dead art 


buried within a few Hours of death. 
That is where much mischief lies. But 
When panic prevails where does though 
come in? 
“ In plagues, such as cholera, tin 
state of collapse iq so profound that ii 
may perfectly simulate death itself, but 
the custom of burying the dead on the 
day of death is fortunately on the wuno, 
even during advanced epidemics. It is 
probable that in the absence of medical 
aid in panic times in country places 
abroad it has led to living burial—in 
deed it must have done. But the last 
end of all under such conditions is mer 
cif a1, for it must not be forgotten that 
if you are ‘unconscious’ only while be­ 
ing hermetically sealed in your coffin 
you will never again experience volun­ 
tary motion or sensation. 
“ However, where the doctor can be 
consulted, living burial is impossible 
even in a cholera panic, for there are 
certain bodily movements whioh goner 
ally occur after death from cholera, in 
the absence of which a medical man 
would hesitate to certify for burial. 
“ In ages gone by and in uncivilized 
countries still it is possible that uncon­ 
scious cataleptics, or persons drugged to 
apparent death, may have been and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but I do not believe that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events are possible. 
“ In Vienna the custom prevails of 
taking a body to the mortuary on the 
eve of burial, where it is ‘tested.’ 
Thimbles are placed on the fingers of 
the (feud, to which are attached wires 
connected with the mortuary bells. 
“ Have the bells ever rung? Yes, once. 
“It is impossible for a doctor to mis­ 
take unconsciousness in its varied forms 
for death. 
“ Some time ago it was suggested that 
a law should be passed making it com­ 
pulsory for a medical man to test bodies 
before giving a certificate of death. 
Testing by electricity was thought of, 
but it is an open question yet whether 
electricity kills or only stuns.

The Svantians, who live in the inac­ 
cessible mountain range between the 
Black and Caspian seas, are probably 
the laziest people in the world. 
They 
have made no advance toward civiliza­ 
tion in 2,500 yeara It is their invaria­ 
ble rule to observe holidays four times 
a week, with saints’ days as extras. 


Most of us have a lingering love of 
life, and the thought that there is just 
the barest possibility of being buried 
alive sends a shudder through us. 
Medical men know that the human 
body in time of illness and at other 
times, too, is .liable to assume all the 
outward appearances of death without 
the final separation having actually 
taken place. There are the coma, cata­ 
leptic and other forms of the uncon­ 
scious state, each one bringing in its 
trend the very simulation of death itself. 
"Happily, a medical man nowadays, ’’ 
said a physician to a reporter, "expe­ 
riences no difficulty in declaring his pa­ 
tient to be dead, as a general rule, but 
it may perhaps happen once in bis life­ 
time that he may have a doubt, in 
which case conviction either way fol­ 
lows upon his findings, which are sim­ 
ple and conclusive, and in which he 
cannot be mistaken. 
"It is unfortunately true that there 
are thousands of nervous people now 
walking about in fear of being buried 
alive, this morbid conviction coming 
about through reading of an isolated 
case happening here and there, where 
perhaps some one has had a narrow es­ 
cape of being subjected to a living burial. 
"These ‘escapes’ greatly outnumber 
those of the actual occurrence itself 
The cataleptic usually show signs «f 
life just in the nick of time to disap 
point the undertakers and to relieve sor­ 
rowing friei/ds. 
"Of course, much of the evidence on 
which the allegation of premature 
burial is based depends on the fact that 
bodies on exhumation have been occa­ 
sionally found distorted, thereby foster­ 
ing the notion that this or that occu­ 
pant of the coffin has died from suffo­ 
cation, a theory which is supported by 
the favorable condition of other ex­ 
humed bodies. 
"But the idea is altogether wrong, in 
fact and in principle. It is well known 
among those who have made it a study 
that the apparent distortions, instead 
of demonstrating a living burial, pure­ 
ly depend upon natural causes brought 
about by decomposition, the influence 
of which is sufficiently strong enough 
to bulge out, and even burst, leaden 
coffins. This phenomenon does not hap­ 
pen in every case: but it does in a great 
many. 
"N o, nu! I shall not go so far as to 
say that a premature burial has never 
taken place, but it has not occurred so 
often as is thought. I dare say it may 
occur in times of plagues and p e sti­ 
lences, where the presumed dead art 


buried within a tow Hours of death. 
That is where much mischief lies. But 
when panic prevails where does though 
come in? 
"In plagues, such as cholera, tin 
state of collapse it* so profound that ii 
may perfectly simulate death itself, but 
the custom of burying the dead on tilt 
day of death is fortunately on the wane 
even during advanced epidemics. It is 
probable that in the absence of medical 
aid in panic times in country places 
abroad it has led to living burial—in 
deed it must have done. But the last 
end of all under such conditions is mer 
ciful, for it must not be forgotten that 
if you are ‘unconscious’ only while be 
ing hermetically sealed in your coffin 
you will never again experience volun 
tary motion or sensation. 
"However, where the doctor can be 
consulted, living burial is impossible 
even in a cholera panio, for there are 
certain bodily movements which goner 
ally occur after death from cholera, in 
the absence of which a medical man 
would hesitate to certify for burial. 
"In ages gone by and in uncivilized 
countries still it is possible that uncon 
sciouscataleptics, or persons drugged to 
apparent death, may have been and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but I do not believe that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events are possible. 
"In Vienna the custom prevails of 
taking a body to the mortuary on the 
eve of burial, where it is ‘tested.’ 
Thimbles are placed on the fingers of 
the cfead, to which are attached wires 
connected with the mortuary bells. 
"Have the bells ever rung? Yes, onca 
"It is impossible for a doctor to mis 
take unconsciousness in its varied forms 
for death. 
‘‘Some time ago it was suggested that 
a law should be passed making it com­ 
pulsory for a medical man to test bodies 
before giving a certificate of death. 
Testing by electricity was thought of, 
but it is an open question yet whether 
electricity kills or only stuns. At all 
events, we in this country are not con­ 
vinced that such a test would be satis­ 
factory or afl'ord sufficient evidence of 
death, although it has its value. On the 
other hand, I don’t think legislation of 
this kind is necessary. It would cer­ 
tainly reflect upon the medical profes­ 
sion. 
‘‘The Viennese custom is a wise one, 
and I should like to see it more gener­ 
ally adopted."—Pearson’s Weekly.

C i t y , Aug. 30.—The Star 
yesterday afternoon printed a three- 
c o l u m n exclusive dispatch from Mr. J. 
D. vVhelpley, its special war corre­ 
spondent, who has returned from Porto 
Rico, bearing upon the Miles-Alger con­ 
troversy. 
Mr. W helpley took occasion 
to deny the statem ent that a recent in­ 
terview by him in Porto Rico with 
General Miles wherein the latter was 
quote4 a* casting reflections upon the 
war department was not genuine, and 
in support of the statements already 
made by The Star printed interesting 
telegrams that passed between the war 
department and Generals Miles and 
Shafter on the points at issue. 
He said further in part: 
“General Miles himself, even if he 
so desired, could not conceal the proof 
of all he said. 
It is w ritten in the rec­ 
ords of the war departm ent and it only 
n^eds a clearing away of inconsequent 
matter to tell the story in full. 
“That General Miles was in com­ 
mand of the entire army when in 
Washington is of course evident. That 
he did not resign this supreme com­ 
mand when he went to Tampa, and 
that it was be who was treating with 
the Cubans for co-operation in Cuba is 
shown by the numerous telegrams ex­ 
changed w ith General Garcia. 
The 
war department recognized* Miles as 
chief when'he was in Tampa, tor June 
1*2 a telegram was sent to him from 
Washington which begins: 
“ The following extract of telegram 
from Admiral Sampson to secretary of 
navy is repeated for your inform ation,” 
etc. 
“No man who was at Tampa when 
General Miles arrived from W ashing­ 
ton ever will doubt his supremacy, for 
all others, including General Shafter, 
became at once mere creatures at his 
beek and (Itll. 
When General Shafter 
went to Cuba and General Miles re­ 
turned to W ashington, tho latter did 
not resign his control of the situation, 
but, on the contrary, kept in close touch 
as possible by wire with the move­ 
ments of Shatter's command. 
“Un the Fourth of July General 
Shatter sent the dispatches to Wash­ 
ington, addressed to the adjutant gen­ 
eral, saying in part : 
“ ‘Headquarters Fifth army conia, in 
camp near Santiago de Cuba, July 4: 
There seems to be no reasonable doubt 
that General Paudo succeeded in enter­ 
ing Santiago last night with his force, 
said to be about 5,000 men. 
“ ‘Tnis put a different aspect upon 
affairs aud while we can probably main­ 
tain ourselves, it would be at the cost 
of very considerable fighting and loss. 
“ -General lgtwtou reports that Gen­ 
eral Garcia, who was to block the en­ 
trance of Pando, informed him at IO 
o ’clock last night that Pando had passed 
in on Cobra road. 
Lawton says cannot 
compel General Garcia to obey my in­ 
structions to place themselves in any 
position where they will have to light 
and that if we intend to reduce San­ 
tiago we will have to depend alone upon 
our own troops, aud that will require 
twice the number we now* have. 
“ *I sent & message to Admiral Samp­ 
son, asking if he proposed entering the 
harbor and give us his assistance. Com­ 
modore Watson does not know Admiral 
Sampson’s intention since the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, but does 
not himself think the fleet should try 
to go into the harbor of Santiago. This, 
under the circumstances, is not very 
encouraging. 
“ Have been expecting a division from 
Tampa and Duffleld’s Second brigade 
from Camp Alger, but only a small 
number of recruits has appeared so far, 
“ ‘The town is in a terrible condition 
as to food, and people are starving, as 
stated by foreign consuls chis morning, 
but the troops can fight and have a 
large quantity of rice, but no other sup­ 
plies. 
“ *1 am sorry to say I am no better, 
aud, in addition to my weakness, can 
not be out on account of slight attack 
of gout, but hope to be better soon.’ 
'“It was this situation wmeti deter­ 
mined General Miles to go to Cuoa. 
The day he sailed with reinforcement**, 
July 7, be sent the following dispatch 
from Washington: 
U**n*;raJ Shafter, Santiago 
“ ‘Take every precaution against sur­ 
prise and bo on the lookout that the 
enemy does not turn your right flank 
and come in on the line of your commu­ 
nications. 
Reinforcements are being 
sent forward as rapidly as possible, but 
you will have to be the judge of the po­ 
sition you are to hold until reinforce- J 
meats can reach you. 
“ ‘M iles, 
“ ‘Major General Commanding. 
“General Miles sailed for Cuba. 
Ou 
^nly IR at noon, he reported his safe 
arrival to the war department arni a t ! 
once assumed charge, reporting to the

officers and men after parole will be 
permitted 
to return to 
Spain,

United States assisting. If not accepted, 
then assault, unless in your judgment 
an assault would fail. 
Consult with 
Sampson and pursue such oourse as to 
the assault as you jointly agree upon. 
Matters should be settled promptly. 
“ ‘R. A. A l g e r , 
“ ‘Secretary of W ar.’ 
“ This dispatch recognized Miles as 
commander and gave him authority to 
act. 
Shafter was entirely ignored. 
In 
the face of this situation Secretary 
Alger, through General Corbin, sent a 
dispatch to General Shafter, assuring 
him that General Miles did not.come to 
Cuba to supersede Shafter in any way. 
This dispatch General Miles refers to 
as ‘secret’ for he says he did not know 
It had beau sent, not being notified 
from Washington and General Shafter 
guying nothing about it. 
After the sur­ 
render General Miles still retained con­ 
trol. 
He authorized Shafter to appoint 
peace commissioners, and, judging from 
Shafter’s report that all was over, he 
instructed him as to the disposition of 
the troops. 
“ Juiv 15 General Shafter wired Gen­ 
eral Miles that the surrender was not 
as complete as was thought aud said: 
‘Please do not go away with the rein­ 
forcements as I may yet need them .’ 
Mdes promptly replied by wire from 
Bai quin that the surrender ‘is com­ 
plete’ and the Spaniards ‘must sur­ 
render. ’ 
“ On July lfl Shafter wired Miles 
that the surrender was finally com­ 
plete and General Miles replied through 
Adjutant General Gilmore as follows: 
“ ‘ The commanding general is very 
much gratified to hear that the sur­ 
render is complete. 
He directs that 
you telegram anything of importance 
and the condition of your command 
daily.’ 
General Miles then reported 
the condition of affairs to the secretary 
of war, with whom he had been in 
conference. 
In one of his telegrams to 
Miles, Secretary Alger says: 
“ ‘ As soon as Santiago falls the troops 
must all be put in camp as comfortable 
as they eau be made and remain, I sup­ 
pose, until the fever has had its run.’

In the interview referred to in the 
opening of this article General Miles 
was alleged to have charged General 
Corbin witli sending a secret dispatch 
to General Shafter, saying he (Miles) 
was not to take command. 
Also to have charged the war depart­ 
ment with mutilating aud even sup­ 
pressing parts or the whole of certain 
messages in their transmission to the 
public, thus putting him and his rela­ 
tions to the army in a false light to 
the people at home.

The 
bulies added their pleadings, as did 
Captain Tillson of the army recruiting 
office in this city, who has been a regu­ 
lar army officer for 24 years, aud he was 
backed up by Superintendent Webber of 
Hurou Street hospital. Captain Lind- 
hem positively refused to let auy of the 
soldiers go. 
A few of the sick soldiers wandered 
through the cars, delirious from the 
effects of fever and the big doses of 
quinine they had been given. 
Delaware, O., Aug. 30.—The hos­ 
pital train of the Eighth New York 
regiment reached here yesterday after­ 
noon. Captain Dr. George Lindheim 
was in charge and he was the only 
commissioned officer or physician on 
the truiu.

At this juncture in the relation of 
the U nited States to Porto Rico the 
views of representative natives of the 
island are doubtless both intereHting 
and valuable. Probably no Porto Rican 
in this country—according to testim ony 
of his fellow islanders resident in New 
York—is better qualified by education, 
career and eminence to speak w ith 
w eight on the them e than is Eugenio 
M. de Hostos. 
A native of M ayaguez—the last of 
the towns to be occupied by the A m eri­ 
can troops— Mr. Hostos was educated 
in Europe, and in his youth became a 
revolutionist upon whom the eyes of 
Spain were speedily fastened. The abor­ 
tive uprising of 1868, which he actively 
promoted and abetted, drove him into 
the exile w hich has lasted until now. 
Before and after th at event he spent 
much tim e in Paris, where he became 
acquainted 
w ith all the disaffected 
Spaniards residing there. Among them 
was Sagasta. w ith whom Mr. Hostos 
became 
personally 
intim ate— aud it 
m ay be noted in passing th at he bears 
in personal appearance a striking like- j 
ness to the queen regent’s premier, so 
far as pictures of the Liberal statesman 
allow one to judge. One would say th at j 
the tw o faces belonged to the same type, ' 
and th at the type was genuinely Span- j 
ism N otw ithstanding their almost daily 
intercourse and cordial friendship the j 
two men had radically different polit- i 
ical ideals and aspirations. 
The dream 
of Hostos was the establishm ent of a 
republic in the m other country—a re­ 
public whose ample liberty would ex­ 
tend in equal m easure to every colony. I 
Failing that. his desire was the em anci­ 
pation and independence of Porto R ica 
To a newspaper representative 
Mr. 
Hostos recently said: 
“ I have ju st been reading in your 
newspaper some rem arks attributed to 
ex-Secretary Sherman, w ith which I 
find myself in perfect accord. He raises 
his voice against colonial expansion, 
against an im perial 
policy for the | 
U nited States. 
How rig h t he is! 
How 
sound has been The Evening Post on 
this same topic! Ah, th at policy of ex­ 
pansion, of im perialism —it is a tre­ 
mendous m istake, it is a sad departure. 
No one more than I has reverenced the 
United States for its high mission 
in the world, none has more fervently 
cherished the hope th at the great coun­ 
try would be faithful forever to that 
mission, executing it to the end of tim e 
and filling the earth w ith the rare bless­ 
ing of a pure and noble national exam- j 
pie. I had alw ays trusted that I should j 
never see the republic diverted from the ' 
path m arked oat for it by the wise fa­ 
thers, to tread in the broad and down­ 
w ard way of the conquering empires of 
the past and of the insatiable empires 
of Europe today. 
I had desired for the 
United States to see it preserving the 
even tenor of its established way, set­ 
ting the w orld an example of peace, af 
moderation, of freedom and of freedom 
from the Inst of land and dominion. I 
had desired th at if America ever un­ 
sheathed her sword again it should be 
only for the preservation of her own 
liberty and integrity, or for the exten­ 
sion of liberty to the grossly downtrod­ 
den w ithout dem and for or thought of 
self aggrandizem ent w ith soil and peo­ 
ples. 
This ideal for Am erica has been 
rudely shaken, alm ost dispelled. I w ill 
not yet abandon it altogether, but have 
grave forebodings I cannot resist. 
“ W hat I had desired for Porto Rio 
was that, aiuoe her own arm was too 
weak to achieve her independence, it 
m ight be won for her by a noble aud 
powerful neighbor no longer able to en­ 
dure the sp e c ta te of old world tyranny 
at her very door; that this liberator 
should tarry long enough to see the in ­ 
fant republic born aud assured of a vig­ 
orous beginning of life; th at the em an­ 
cipator should then w ithdraw w ith the 
love and gratitude of a new nation, 
rightfully bearing a gladly yielded par­ 
am ount influence w ith th at nation in 
all continental and international mat- 
tora This conclusion, I am sure, would 
have been better in the end for Porto 
Rioo as well as the U nited States. 
For 
America it would have m eant so much 
the less of the fatal im perial policy aud 
so much the more of adherence to the 
wholesome traditions of the past. 
For 1 
the island it would have m eant develop­ 
m ent according to the genius of the 
people—-not development which m ust 
encounter at every step the difficulties 
raised by difference of race, of tem pera­ 
ment, of language and of education.” 
The population of Porto Rioo are to­ 
tally ignorant of the federal system of 
this government. Even those who fancy i 
that they understand it are, for the i 
Host part, mistaken. It w ill be difficult J 
for them to comprehend it. 
It w ill be 
still more difficult for them to adapt 


J themselves to it and enter into it. 
An 


I obstacle, and to my m ind a serious one, 
! will arise in the introduction of a lan ­ 
guage foreign to the people as the offi­ 
cial language of the island. 
It will 
tend in a m easure to the creation of 
i caste, to the rise of an official class 
sharply set off from the rest of the in­ 
habitants. 
The passing of the Spanish 
language w ill in itself be viewed w ith 
regret, for, Spanish as it is, it is dear 
to all who speak it. 
Im pedim ents in 
the transaction of affairs, business as 
well as governm ental, w ill also neces­ 
sarily be produced by this difference 
in language, and their tendency w ill be 
more or less toward irritation and fric­ 
tion. 
“ How m any of m y countrym en may 
agree w ith me in the views I hold I 
cannot state w ith positiveness, but th at 
there are not a few I am confident, and 
it seems to me th at it should be easy 
for all to comprehend where their best 
interests lie. 
The American press has 
rightly made a great deal of the open 
arms w ith which the Porto Ricans havo 
received the arm y of General Miles. 
AU those m anifestations of delight— 
the resounding addresses of welcome, 
the flowers, the tears of joy, the em­ 
braces of unrestrained enthusiasm — 
were questionlessly honest and sincere. 
Yet— and I assert this w ith absolute 
conviction—they were founded upon a 
serious m isapprehension. 
The Porto 
Ricans hare taken for granted th at the 
purpose of the U nited States was, first, 
to strike a m ilitary blow at Spain, and, 
second, to seize the opportunity to put an 
end forever to Spanish m isgovernm ent 
in the A ntilles by erecting on the is­ 
land a free and independent govern­ 
ment. 
The policy of annexation, the 
imposition of sovereignty upon a people 
w ithout its solicitation and even w ith ­ 
out inquiry as to its desires, they never 
suspected for one moment, opposed as 
it was to the fundam ental principles 
which had hitherto guided the republic. 
W hat revulsion of feeling m ay follow 
a recognition of the true intention of 
the U nited States no one can fo*etell. 
“ But w hat avails it now to talk in 
this strain? The die is cast. The policy 
of the United States has been declared 
to the world, and it is doubtless un­ 
alterable. 
This being so, it behooves 
Porto Ricans to consider the future in 
the fixed light of annexation. 
W hat­ 
ever disappointm ent m ay be felt, how ­ 
ever acute it may be at first, I ex- 1 
poet that it w ill give way to a general 
and hearty acceptance of the status. 
“ The infinitude of good involved in the 
change from Spanish to American a1- j 
legiance forbids any other conclusion. 
B ut since our lot is cast w ith the U n it­ 
ed States we shall now desire w ith in- j 
tense eagerness to be adm itted to full | 
participation in all 
the prerogatives 
and privileges of a sovereign unit of the 
republia We aspire to reach as speedi­ 
ly as possible our station among the 
states—to be that elem ent in the affairs 
of the Union which such a status im ­ 
plies. 
The continuance of a m ilitary 
government w ill be particularly un­ 
pleasing to Porto Ricans, rem iniscent 
as it w ill be of the odious shape of 
Spanish rule. A territorial governm ent 
w ill be viewed as a necessary stage, it 
may be, but w ith im patience for its 
term ination. 
Since we m ust be A m eri­ 
cans, we cannot be blamed if we are 
anxious to become at once as American 
as the most American of the Americans. 
At present we are not the best m aterial 
for such a transform ation, but im m e­ 
diate conversion w ill perhaps be for us 
the best educative process. ” 
Frank A. 
Bonilla, another Porto 
Rican of prom inent fam ily and personal 
influence, rem arked the other day on 
the question of the im m ediate future of 
Porto Rico: 
“ No doubt in a very few years Porto 
Rioo w ill be adm itted as a state. First, 
of course, m ust come the brief m ili­ 
tary government. 
A fter th at a abort 
period of territorial government, and 
then fall participation in the glory and 
responsibility of national self govern­ 
ment. ” 
Mr. Bonilla was asked if he would be 
disappointed if the territorial period 
lasted for ten years. 
W ith m uch posi­ 
tiveness, as if a very long tim e had been 
suggested, he replied: 
“ I, for one, certainly should, and I 
think that most Porto Ricans would be. 
It will be a very few years before Porto 
Ricans are thoroughly tilted for the ad­ 
mission of the islaud to statehood. 
I 
base this opinion in part on the fact 
that three-fourths of the population can 
read aud write. 
There are schools all 
over the island. 
I do not contend that 
they are highly advanced schools, but 
they im part a foundation of education 
and remove the reproach of illiteracy. 
It is significant 
that in Spain, the 
m other oculi try, the conditions are pre­ 
cisely tho reverse. Three-fourths of the 
population cannot read and write. The 
provinoials have been more am bitious 
and aspiring and have done more to 
prepare them selves for modern life than 
the proud Spaniards have dona 
The 
Porto Rican schools num ber 508, m any 
of them in the country aud owing their 
institution to the native population. 
“ I base my opinion also on the fact 
that for m any years Porto Ricans have 
gone to the United States to be educated, 
and have thus uiAnbed American ideas. 
The business and professional schools of 
the country have been full of them. As 
a result of such residence in this coun­ 
try aud of commercial contact at le a s t 
IO per cent of the population of Porto 
Rico can communicate in the English 
language. There is no nreiadioe against 


the introduction of that lunge: -ie, there 
is no known o r a c l e to speedy and 
thorough Americanization. For all the se 
reasons I believe the day is practically 
at hand whe?* Porto Rico w ill be fully 
qualified for admission into the great 
sisterhood of states. 
In addition we 
must take into consideration the part 
polities may play in bringing about 
such a result. Who knows when it may 
suit the intl rest and policy of a dom i­ 
nant party to make Porto Rico a stater 
—New York Pnst.

Some of these mon are decidedly un­ 
prepossessing in appearance, and if 
those people in America who are clam­ 
oring loudly for the annexation of the 
Philippine islands could spend a short 
time in the company of these proposed 
allies aud prospective American citizens 
th: v might wonder whether after all 
the bailie were worth the caudle. Most 
of tile Philippine islanders are savages 
who tight with lances and poisoned 
arrows. I once had the privilege of wit­ 
nessing the preparation of a number of 
these poisoned weapons, and as nearly 
as I can remember the process was 
about as follows: 
The poison was niude from the bark 
of two different trees, the names of 
which I have forgotten. One of the 
pieces of bark was beaten almost to a 
jelly, pressed and dried, then moistened 
aud again pressed. 
Though the man 
used his bare hands iii doing this, he 
apparently was not injured in any way 
by contact with the poison. 
The juice 
of the bark thus extracted looked very 
much like pea soup as it simmered in 
an earthen vessel over a slow fire. When 
it bad reached the consistency of sirup, 
a quantity of pulp from the second piece 
of bark was scraped off and the juice of 
this squeezed into tho sirup over the 
fire. The juice of the second piece of 
bark waH dark brown in color and the 
liquid in the vessel was darkened and 
changed as soon as the new ingredient 
was stirred into it 
The mixture was 
then allowed to simmer for some time, 
until it had attained the consistency of 
jelly, when it was scraped out of the 
vessel with a chip and put on a large 
leaf which had been plentifully sprin­ 
kled with ashes. 
This preparation can be kept a long 
time without losing any of its strength. 
To poison an arrowhead a piece of this 
jellylike substance about the size of a 
hickory uut is warmed aud rubbed nil 
over the point, which can be ust*d re 
peatedly without the poison losing its 
virtue. 
The natives also have daggers 
with sharp pointed blades about four 
iuches wide and a foot long, which 
they call balarao. They are very dex 
trous in the use of this weapon, and if 
they can lay hold of an adversary ! % 
the hair, tiny cut off his bead with ooh 
sweep of the ann and carr}’ it home a** 
a fr nilv of war.—Manila Cor.

Tuesday, June 28. 
Providence con­ 
tinues to smile upon ns. 
W eather and 
waves all that can be desired. 
No m at­ 
ters of special moment occurring. 
Very 
little sickness and no serious cases. 
We 
are making an average of about 250 
knots every 24 hours. 
The China could 
run away from the Zealandia, and the 
latter could easily outstrip the Colon 
and Senator. 
Wednesday, June 29. 
We had a very 
rigid inspection of arms and accoutre­ 
ments today, as it has been determined 
to offer resistance if anvthing like a 
wooden gunboat attempts our capture. 
We have eight Maxim guns and four 
Gatlings in the four ships, aud could put 
up a nice little fight against a wooden 
vessel, even if she had a much heavier 
armament than ourselves, while, on ac­ 
count of our superior speed, we could 
overtake our enemy aud either run him 
down or do good work against his crew 
with our musketry fire. 
We have 
formed a corps of scouts or sharpshooters 
in the Tenth. 
Lieutenant John Thomp­ 
son, Company E, Mt. Pleasant, Pa., will 
have command, and Colonel Hawkins 
has honored your correspondent with 
the position of second in command. Our 
corps will endeavor to give a good ac­ 
count of itself in case of a difficulty. 
Lieutenant Thompson is a crack shot, 
a veteran of the war of the rebellion and 
he asserts that none but the most relia­ 
ble shots and trustworthy soldiers shall 
become members of the organization 
which he has the honor to command. 
The rank and file must be men of more 
than average intelligence, and must pos­ 
sess the requisites of coolness and cour­ 
age, while their physical condition must 
be first class, as they will be compelled 
to face all kinds of weather and endure 
severe marches and hardships.

Thursday 
(or 
Friday?) 
Crossed the meridian at 8 :15 this morn­ 
ing, and this jumped us from Thursdav 
into Friday, and gave us July 1st from 
8 :16 a. rn. 
This caused comments in­ 
numerable among the boys in blue, and 
very funny and peculiar were some of 
the expressions heard by the pencil 
shover. 
We are now about 1200 knots 
out from Honolulu, aud 2000 miles from 
the Ladrone islands. 
Saturday, July 2d. 
W eather simply 
superb. 
Orders issued this morning 
that the rank aud file are sadly in need 
of exorcise. 
As a consequence the set­ 
ting up exercises haye been ordered and 
the hurricane deck is the scene of un­ 
usual activity. 
Company A, to which 
the writer belongs, has the right of way. 
and Captain Shaaf has notified me that 
I am in charge of the company for the 
service. This is good news, as I love 
the "exercises/’ and, under existing cir­ 
cumstances, derive especial benefit from 
them. 
Aside from this, I have the good 
will of my comrades, and they go 
through the movements in a manner 
whioh is very gratifying to me. A holds 
the boards for from 15 to 20 minutes and 
then vacates in favor of a second com­ 
pany, the entire regiment completing 
the ‘‘exercises'’ before dinner 
hour. 
"Oil npon the troubled 
waters.” 
I 
found the literal exemplification of this 
phrase today in watching one of the 
quartermasters of the vessell preparing 
canvas bags, to be filled with oil aud 
to be hung oyer the sides of the ship in 
case of storm and unusually heavy seas 
running. 
I at first thought that the 
quartermaster was joking with me, 
knowing me to be a tenderfoot or land 
lubber, until he assured me, upon honor, 
that he was in earnest and that the ef­ 
fect of the dripping oil npon the angry 
waves is simply marvelous, causing 
them to break and scatter as if in the 
hands and under the control of a magic 
hand—a m ight power, all subduing and 
all conquering. 
Sunday. July 8. 
Grandly beautiful 
day. Church service morning and even­ 
ing. One of the companies of the Tenth 
has suffered humiliation on account of 
the profanity of some of the members 
thereof. Colonel Hawkins advised that 
the guilty parties be punished in some 
manner by their better behaved com­ 
rades. This advice was followed ; reso­ 
lutions condemnatory of profanity were 
drawn up and indorsed by a large ma­ 
jority ; a stout shingle was secured; the 
penalty for a stogie oath, first offense, 


was that the offender should be bended 
over a box, in a position warranting 
good results, while a muscular and will­ 
ing right arm applied the shingle where 
it would do the most good ; each addi­ 
tional oath met with an additional 
application of shingle. 
The result has 
been all that could be desired ; and, as 
one of the victims has it: "Profanity in 
our company has become classed with 
the lost arts.” Our colonel has issued a 
mandate against the use of profanity, 
and in case the culprit should refuse to 
yield to the sentence passed upon him 
by his messmates, and he should defy 
them to carry out their verdict, he will 
at once be hauled before the regimental 
commander, and then—the fates pity 
the poor sinner, as he will be compelled 
to take a dose of much more nauseous 
medicine than his comrades would have 
thought of administering. 
One of our Maxim guns was dis­ 
mounted today and taken to the stern 
of the vessel. 
We now have artillery 
fore and aft. It looks as if our chief is 
making preparations to run away from 
the enemy, while peppering him from 
the rear gnn, acting under the belief 
that a "stern chase is a long chase.” 
July 4. 
Charming day as usual. 
Reached Wakes island today, formerly 
known to mariners as Halycon island ; 
our expedition halted here for some 
time, the China sending a small boat 
ashore, erecting the Stars and Stripes 
and taking possession of this part of the 
Spanish domain. 
History states that 
this uprising in the sea has been twice 
surveyed, once by English and again by 
American surveyors. ’Tis a barren spot, 
embracing some 216 square miles, is 
about eight feet above the water and is 
at times submerged or overflowed by the 
waves of the Pacific. 
There is a small 
lagoon or lake in the center of the island 
and some fine fish are there, but the 
water is unfit for drinking purposes. 
Great numbers of birds floated about 
our vessel while we were halted, among 
them the frigate bird, strong of wind 
and the perfection of grace and ease; 
the goney, a regular "sailor” as one of 
the boys termed it; the tailor bird and 
the boatswain or marlinspike, aud a bird 
resembling the penquin, white breasted 
and webfooted ;one of the latter alighted 
upon the yard arm and rested there 
quite a while, looking as if amazed at 
Yankee daring. 
The second mate in­ 
forms me that we are 2,021 miles out 
from Honolulu. 
Of course we cele­ 
brated the glorious Fourth to the very 
best of our ability with flags flying, 
whistles screeching and musketry speak­ 
ing with various 
officers and 
men 
orating, telling the lads what this great 
Yankee nation has accomplished in the 
past and what she contemplates' doing 
in the near future. 
The speakers were 
Colonel Hawkins, Quartermaster Mc­ 
Cormick, Captain Crags, Surgeon Major 
Neff and Sergeant Barron. Of course 
the boys applauded every happy hit 
made by the speakers. 
Your humble servant was made ser­ 
geant of the guard for the day, the first 
guard duty he has performed during 
his fifteen years service with the Tenth 
having occupied positions which ex­ 
oused him from such duty. Three sol­ 
dierly corporals and fifty-fonr privates 
did duty under your correspondent on 
the day we celebrate, and they did doty 
right up to the standard.

Harry 
W atson, 
Company B, 
New 
Brighton, Beaver county, acted as of­ 
ficer of the day, with Lieutenant Har­ 
kins, Company E, Mt. Pleasant, Pa., as 
officer of the guard. 
Tuesday, July 5, sunshine opened up 
brilliantly, 
followed by very heavy 
showers, the water floating down in 
sheets from the hurricane deck. 
Barrels 
and vessels of every character were has­ 
tily gotten together by the boys, and 
the blessed rain water was eagerly se­ 
cured, as salt water is not very desirable 
for hand and face washing or for laun­ 
dry purposes. 
Chief Officer Deering 
kindly permitted the use of one of the 
huge water tanks, which had been 
emptied of its contents by the heavy de­ 
mand for drinking water, aud a goodly 
supply of fresh water was thus secured, 
very much to the gratification of the 
comrades. 
The entire regiment was as­ 
sembled on the hurricane deck this morn­ 
ing, the colonel reading certain parts of 
the articles of war, in conformity with j 
the military law, which calls for thisj 
reading to the rank and file every six 
months. 
Major Neff, chief surgeon of 
the regiment, and deservedly popular 
with 
officers and men, the ii step­ 
ped 
to 
the 
front 
and 
made 
a 
telling speech respecting sanitary meas- , 
ures aud the precautions which most he 
taken by the men after lauding upon 
the Ladrone or Philippine islands, lay­ 
ing special emphasis on the okdkr that 
all water m ust be boiled before drinking. 
In the Philippines it is the rule to first 
boil and then hang the water in the air, 
in crocks or jugs, over night, aud the 
following morning it is almost as cool as 
spring water.

S. C. W illiams and John A. George, 
and George Owen, F. L. Potts, W illiam 
Beard more, George Grosshans and Capt. 
W. K. Dawson for the defendant. 
Judge Boone in his charge to the jury 
directed them to determine how much 
less valuable the residue of Mr. Mor­ 
ton’s land was by reason of the loss of 
the part taken by the city. 
The consti­ 
tution says that the compensation shall 
be paid without any deductions for ben­ 
efits to any property of the owner, bnt 
the plaintiff claimed that the value of

The Svautiuns, who live in the inac­ 
cessible mountain range between the 
Black and Caspian seas, are probably 
the laziest people in the world. 
They 
have made no advance toward civ iliba­ 
tion in 2,500 yearn It is their invaria­ 
ble rule to observe holidays four times 
a week, with saints’ days as extras. 


Most of us have a lingering love of 
life, and the thought that there is just 
the barest possibility of being buried 
alive sends a shudder through us. 
Medical men know that the human 
body in time of illness and at other 
times, too, is liable to assume all the 
outward appearances of death without 
the filial separation having actually 
taken place. There are the coma, cata­ 
leptic and other forms of the uncon­ 
scious state, each one bringing in its 
trend the very simulation of death itself. 
“ Happily, a medical man nowadays, ” 
said a physician to a reporter, “ expe­ 
riences no difficulty in declaring his pa­ 
tient to be dead, as a general rule, but 
it may perhaps happen once in kin life­ 
time that he may have a doubt, in 
which case conviction either way fol­ 
lows upon his findings, which are sim­ 
ple aud conclusive, and in which he 
cannot be mistaken. 
“ It is unfortunately true that there 
are thousands of nervous people now 
walking about in fear of being buried 
alive, this morbid conviction coming 
about through reading of an isolated 
case happening here aud there, where 
perhaps some one has had a narrow es 
cape cf being subjected to a living burial. 
“ These ’escapes’ greatly outnumber 
those of the actual occurrence itself. 
The cataleptic usually show signs i f 
life just in the nick of time to disap 
point the undertakers and to relieve sor­ 
rowing friends. 
“ Of course, much of the evidence on 
which the 
allegation of 
premature 
burial is based depends on the fact that 
bodies un exhumation have been occa­ 
sionally found distorted, thereby foster­ 
ing the notion that this or that occu­ 
pant of the cofliu bus died from suffo­ 
cation, a theory which is supported by 
the favorable condition of other ex­ 
humed bodies. 
“ But the idea is altogether wrong, iu 
fact and in principle. It is well known 
among those who have made it a study 
that the apparent distortions, instead 
of demonstrating a living burial, pure 
ly depend upon natural causes brought 
about by decomposition, the influence 
of which is sufficiently strong enough 
to bulge out, and even burst, leaden 
coffins. This phenomenon does not hap­ 
pen in every case. but it does in a great 
many. 
“ No, nu! I shall not go so far as to 
say that a premature burial has DOV ai 
taken place, but it bas not occurred sc 
often as is thought. 
I dare say it may 
occur in times of plagues und pest!* 
epees, where the presumed dead arc 


buried within a few Hours of death. 
That is where much mischief lies. 
But 
when panic prevails where does though 
come in? 
“ In plagues, such as cholera, tin 
state of collapse is so profound that. ii 
may perfectly simulate death Itself, bul 
the custom of burying the dead on tin 
day of death is fortunately on the wane, 
even during advanced epidemics. 
It is 
probable that in the absence of medical 
aid in panic times in country places 
abroad it has led to living burial—in­ 
deed it must have done. 
Bot the last 
end of all under such conditions is mer­ 
ciful, for it must not be forgotten that 
if you ure ‘unconscious’ only while be­ 
ing hermetically sealed in your coffin 
you will never again experience volun 
tary motion or sensation. 
“ However, where the doctor can be 
consulted, living burial is impossible 
even in a cholera panio, for there are 
certain bodily movements which gener­ 
ally occur after death from cholera, in 
the absence of which a medical man 
would hesitate to certify for burial. 
“ In ages gone by and in uncivilized 
countries still it is possible that uncon 
seiouscataleptics, or persons drugged to 
apparent death, may have beau and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but I do not believe that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events ure possible. 
“ In Vienna the custom prevails of 
taking a body to the mortuary on the 
eve of burial, where it is ’tested.’ 
Thimbles are placed on the fingers of 
the dead, to which are attached wires 
connected with the mortuary bells. 
“ Have th*- hi lls ever rung? Yes, once. 
“ It is impossible for a doctor to mis­ 
take unconsciousness in its varied forms 
for death. 
“ Some time ago it was suggested that 
a law should be passed making it com­ 
pulsory for a medical man to test bodies 
before giving a certificate of death. 
Testing by electricity was thought of, 
but it is an open question yet whether 
electricity kills or only stuns. 
At a1 
events, we in this country are not con­ 
vinced that such a test would be satis­ 
factory or afford sufficient evidence of 
death, although it has its value. On the 
other hand, I don’t think legislation of 
this kind is necessary. 
It would cer­ 
tainly reflect upon the medical profes 
aion. 
The Viennese custom is a wise one, 
and I should like to see it more gener­ 
ally adopted.” —Pearson’s Weekly.
